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PREFACE. 


'THE  SELECT  PSALMS  constitute  what  may  be 
called  the  Shortened  Psalter  in  Mr.  Wesley's  SUNDAY 
SERVICE,  published  in  1784.  It  is  a  skillful  abbreviation 
of  the  Psalms  of  David,  as  used  for  congregational  read- 
ing by  the  Church  of  England.  No  Psalm  is  robbed  of 
its  identity  ;  and  yet  whole  Psalms  and  parts  of  others  are 
freely  omitted  to  secure  a  more  perfect  aid  to  Christian 
Worship. 

The  present  edition  is  in  response  to  a  demand  for  the 
work,  which  has  become  quite  decided  since  the  merits 
of  Mr.  Wesley's  arrangement  have  been  more  clearly  re- 
called. In  preparing  it,  the  substitution  of  King  James's 
Version  for  that  of  the  English  Prayer-Book  was  consid- 
ered imperative.  Notwithstanding  this  change  of  version, 
the  marks  of  Mr.  Wesley's  rare  judgment  are  effectually 
preserved.  The  Psalms  are  divided  into  Morning  and 
Evening  Lessons  for  every  day  in  the  Month  ;  those  for 
the  thirtieth  day  being  also  appointed  for  use  when 
service  falls  on  the  thirty-first.  The  Minister  has,  there- 
fore, only  to  remember  the  Day  of  the  Month,  and  suit- 
able Lessons  for  this  part  of  the  service  are  always  at 
hand. 

Following  the  PSALMS  for  Morning  and  Evening,  will

be  found  thirty  additional  SELECTIONS  OF  PSALMS  AND 
OTHER  SCRIPTURES,  including  certain  valued  parts  of 
the  Psalter  omitted  by  Mr.  Wesley;  from  which,  at  times, 
the  Minister  will  prefer  to  read  instead  of  the  Psalms 
for  the  Day. 

These  are  for  the  most  part  integral  portions  of  Script- 
ure, and  adapted  to  a  wide  diversity  of  occasions. 

Mr.  Wesley's  urgency  to  have  the  GREAT  FESTIVALS 
of  the  Christian  Year  observed  in  the  Church  has  not 
been  forgotten.  His  tables  of  Proper  Psalms  on  Certain 
Days,  and  Proper  Lessons  for  Particular  Days,  will 
greatly  facilitate  this  object. 

Attention  is  also  invited  to  the  Catechism,  now  pub- 
lished for  the  first  time  in  its  true  relation  to  the  Ritual 
and  Economy  of  the  Church.  Some  valuable  extracts, 
mainly  from  the  SUNDAY  SERVICE,  complete  the  volume ; 
and  altogether  the  Editor  hopes  the  Compilation  will 
prove  a  useful  Hand-book  of  Methodist  Worship. 

He  counts  it  a  great  honor  to  have  the  cordial  appro- 
bation of  Bishop  Edward  G.  Andrews,  D.D.,  LL.D.;  and 
he  also  returns  thanks  to  a  number  of  brethren  who  are 
aware  of  the  aid  their  judgment  has  afforded  him.

EPISCOPAL  NOTE. 


HTHOUGH  marked  throughout  by  excellent  judg- 
ment and  taste,  the  SUNDAY  SERVICE  prepared 
by  Mr.  Wesley  in  1784  for  American  Methodists 
never  gained  general  acceptance  among  them,  and 
soon  fell  entirely  out  of  use.  The  simple  order  of 
worship  to  which  they  were  accustomed  better 
suited  the  conditions  of  the  rising  Church,  and  for 
nearly  a  century  was  almost  uniformly  observed 
among  us. 

Recently  a  natural  desire  to  dignify  and  enrich 
public  worship  has  arisen  in  many  quarters.  It  has 
led  not  only  to  a  bewildering  diversity  in  the  services 
of  our  Church,  but  often  also  to  the  substitution 
of  unseemly  and  even  grotesque  individual  conceits 
for  a  harmonious,  reasonable,  and  historic  order. 
Caprice,  unrestrained  by  knowledge  or  experience, 
seems  often  to  fix  the  succession  of  hymn,  doxology, 
lesson,  and  prayer. 

The  General  Conference  of  1888,  taking  note  of 
the  desire  above  spoken  of,  and  also  of  these  evils, 
after  due  deliberation  established  and  enjoined  a  uni- 
form order  of  public  worship.  This  order  adopts 
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some  of  the  better  usages  recently  risen  among 
us.  It  does  not  forbid  particular  churches  to  inter- 
weave with  its  own  unchangeable  frame-work  of 
worship  additional  matter,  as  the  Creed,  the  Gloria 
Patri,  and  the  Anthem.  And  it  expressly  permits 
the  use  of  responsive  reading. 

Fortunately,  at  this  point  the  Church  can  avail  it- 
self of  the  wisdom  of  its  venerated  founder,  Mr. 
Wesley.  In  this  volume  are  set  forth  his  admirable 
selections  of  psalms  for  every  day  of  the  month, 
together  with  other  selections  for  special  occasions. 
With  these  are  associated  other  valuable  matter, 
drawn  in  part  from  the  SUNDAY  SERVICE,  and  in 
part  from  the  authorized  standards  of  the  Church. 
The  editorial  work  has  been  done  wisely  and  with 
a  just  valuation  of  the  characteristics  both  of  our 
particular  church  life  and  of  that  larger  church  life 
of  which  we  are  part.  The  volume  may  therefore 
be  warmly  commended  to  all  who  prize  order,  dig- 
nity, and  a  not  too  inflexible  uniformity  in  the 
service  of  the  sanctuary.

PSALM  1. 

DLESSED  is  the  man  that  walketh  not  in  the 
*~*  counsel  of  the  ungodly,  nor  standeth  in  the  way 
of  sinners,  nor  sitteth  in  the  seat  of  the  scornful. 

But  his  delight  is  in  the  law  of  the  LORD  ;  and 
in  his  law  doth  he  meditate  day  and  night. 

And  he  shall  be  like  a  tree  planted  by  the  rivers 
of  water,  that  bringeth  forth  his  fruit  in  his  season ; 
his  leaf  also  shall  not  wither;  and  whatsoever  he 
doeth  shall  prosper. 

The  ungodly  are  not  so :  but  are  like  the  chaff 
which  the  wind  driveth  away. 

Therefore  the  ungodly  shall  not  stand  in  the 
judgment,  nor  sinners  in  the  congregation  of  the 
righteous.

For  there  is  no  faithfulness  in  their  mouth ;  their 
inward  part  is  very  wickedness ;  their  throat  is  an 
open  sepulcher ;  they  flatter  with  their  tongue. 

Destroy  thou  them,  O  God ;  let  them  fall  by 
their  own  counsels ;  cast  them  out  in  the  multitude 
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of  their  transgressions;  for  they  have  rebelled 
against  thee. 

But  let  all  those  that  put  their  trust  in  thee 
rejoice :  let  them  ever  shout  for  joy,  because  thou 
defendest  them  :  let  them  also  that  love  thy  name 
be  joyful  in  thee.

Lest  he  tear  my  soul  like  a  lion,  rending  it  in 
pieces,  while  there  is  none  to  deliver. 

O  LORD  my  God,  if  I  have  done  this ;  if  there 
be  iniquity  in  my  hands  ; 

If  I  have  rewarded  evil  unto  him  that  was  at 
peace  with  me;  (yea,  I  have  delivered  him  that 
without  cause  is  mine  enemy;) 

Let  the  enemy  persecute  my  soul,  and  take  it ; 
yea,  let  him  tread  down  my  life  upon  the  earth, 
and  lay  mine  honor  in  the  dust. 

Arise,  O  LORD,  in  thine  anger,  lift  up  thyself 
because  of  the  rage  of  mine  enemies  :  and  awake  for 
me  to  the  judgment  that  thou  hast  commanded. 

So  shall  the  congregation  of  the  people  compass 
thee  about :  for  their  sakes  therefore  return  thou 
on  high. 

The  LORD  shall  judge  the  people :  judge  me,  O 
LORD,  according  to  my  righteousness,  and  accord- 
ing to  mine  integrity  that  is  in  me. 

Oh  let  the  wickedness  of  the  wicked  come  to  an 
end ;  but  establish  the  just:  for  the  righteous  God 
trieth  the  hearts  and  reins. 
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My  defence  is  of  God,  which  saveth  the  upright 
in  heart. 

God  judgeth  the  righteous,  and  God  is  angry 
with  the  wicked  every  day. 

If  he  turn  not,  he  will  whet  his  sword  ;  he  hath 
bent  his  bow,  and  made  it  ready. 

He  hath  also  prepared  for  him  the  instruments 
of  death  ;  he  ordaineth  his  arrows  against  the  per- 
secutors. 

Behold,  he  travaileth  with  iniquity,  and  hath 
conceived  mischief,  and  brought  forth  falsehood. 

He  made  a  pit,  and  digged  it,  and  is  fallen  into 
the  ditch  which  he  made. 

His  mischief  shall  return  upon  his  own  head, 
and  his  violent  dealing  shall  come  down  upon  his 
own  pate. 

I  will  praise  the  LORD  according  to  his  right- 
eousness :  and  will  sing  praise  to  the  name  of  the 
LORD  most  high. 


PSALM  8. 

LORD  our  Lord,  how  excellent  is  thy  name 
in  all  the  earth  !  who  hast  set  thy  glory  above 
the  heavens. 

Out  of  the  mouth  of  babes  and  sucklings  hast 
thou  ordained  strength  because  of  thine  enemies, 
that  thou  mightest  still  the  enemy  and  the  avenger. 
When  I  consider  thy  heavens,  the  work  of  thy 
fingers,  the  moon  and  the  stars,  which  thou  hast 
ordained  ; 
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What  is  man,  that  thou  art  mindful  of  him?  and 
the  son  of  man,  that  thou  visitest  him? 

For  thou  hast  made  him  a  little  lower  than  the 
angels,  and  hast  crowned  him  with  glory  and  honor. 

Thou  madest  him  to  have  dominion  over  the 
works  of  thy  hands ;  thou  hast  put  all  things  under 
his  feet : 

All  sheep  and  oxen,  yea,  and  the  beasts  of  the 
field; 

The  fowl  of  the  air,  and  the  fish  of  the  sea,  and 
whatsoever  passeth  through  the  paths  of  the  seas.

PSALM  9. 

WILL    praise    thee,  O    LORD,  with  my  whole 

heart ;  I  will  show  forth  all  thy  marvelous  works. 

I  will  be  glad  and  rejoice  in  thee:  I  will  sing 
praise  to  thy  name,  O  thou  Most  High. 

When  mine  enemies  are  turned  back,  they  shall 
fall  and  perish  at  thy  presence. 

For  thou  hast  maintained  my  right  and  my  cause ; 
thou  satest  in  the  throne  judging  right. 

Thou  hast  rebuked  the  heathen,  thou  hast  de- 
stroyed the  wicked,  thou  hast  put  out  their  name 
for  ever  and  ever. 

O  thou  enemy,  destructions  are  come  to  a  per- 
petual end :  and  thou  hast  destroyed  cities ;  their 
memorial  is  perished  with  them. 

But  the  LORD  shall  endure  for  ever:  he  hath 
prepared  his  throne  for  judgment. 

And  he  shall  judge  the  world  in  righteousness,  he 
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shall  minister  judgment  to  the  people  in  upright- 
ness. 

The  LORD  also  will  be  a  refuge  for  the  oppressed, 
a  refuge  in  times  of  trouble. 

And  they  that  know  thy  name  will  put  their  trust 
in  thee :  for  thou,  LORD,  hast  not  forsaken  them 
that  seek  thee. 

Sing  praises  to  the  LORD,  which  dwelleth  in  Zion  : 
declare  among  the  people  his  doings. 

When  he  maketh  inquisition  for  blood,  he  re- 
membereth  them :  he  forgetteth  not  the  cry  of  the 
humble. 

Have  mercy  upon  me,  O  LORD  ;  consider  my 
trouble  which  I  suffer  of  them  that  hate  me,  thou 
that  liftest  me  up  from  the  gates  of  death  : 

That  I  may  show  forth  all  thy  praise  in  the  gates 
of  the  daughter  of  Zion :  I  will  rejoice  in  thy  sal- 
vation. 

The  heathen  are  sunk  down  in  the  pit  that  they 
made :  in  the  net  which  they  hid  is  their  own  foot 
taken. 

The  LORD  is  known  by  the  judgment  which  he 
executeth :  the  wicked  is  snared  in  the  work  of  his 
own  hands. 

The  wicked  shall  be  turned  into  hell,  and  all  the 
nations  that  forget  God. 

For  the  needy  shall  not  always  be  forgotten  :  the 
expectation  of  the  poor  shall  not  perish  forever. 

Arise,  O  LORD  ;  let  not  man  prevail :  let  the 
heathen  be  judged  in  thy  sight. 

Put  them  in  fear,  O  LORD  :  that  the  nations  may 
know  themselves  to  be  but  men.

PSALM  10. 

\X7"HY  standest  thou  afar  off,  O  LORD  ?  why  hidest 
thou  thyself  in  times  of  trouble  ? 

The  wicked  in  his  pride  doth  persecute  the  poor: 
let  them  be  taken  in  the  devices  that  they  have 
imagined. 

For  the  wicked  boasteth  of  his  heart's  desire,  and 
blesseth  the  covetous,  whom  the  LORD  abhorreth. 

The  wicked,  through  the  pride  of  his  counte- 
nance, will  not  seek  after  God  :  God  is  not  in  all 
his  thoughts. 

His  ways  are  always  grievous;  thy  judgments 
are  far  above  out  of  his  sight :  as  for  all  his  enemies, 
he  puffeth  at  them. 

Arise,  O  LORD ;  O  God,  lift  up  thine  hand :  for- 
get not  the  humble. 

Wherefore  doth  the  wicked  contemn  God?  he 
hath  said  in  his  heart,  Thou  wilt  not  require  it. 

Thou  hast  seen  it ;  for  thou  beholdest  mischief 
and  spite,  to  requite  it  with  thy  hand :  the  poor 
committeth  himself  unto  thee  ;  thou  art  the  helper 
of  the  fatherless. 

Break  thou  the  arm  of  the  wicked  and  the  evil 
man  :  seek  out  his  wickedness  till  thou  find  none. 

The  LORD  is  King  for  ever  and  ever  :  the  heathen 
are  perished  out  of  his  land. 

LORD,  thou  hast  heard  the  desire  of  the  humble : 
thou  wilt  prepare  their  heart,  thou  wilt  cause  thine 
ear  to  hear : 
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To  judge  the  fatherless  and  the  oppressed,  that 
the  man  of  the  earth  may  no  more  oppress. 


PSALM  11. 

TN  the  LORD  put  I  my  trust:  how  say  ye  to  my 
soul,  Flee  as  a  bird  to  your  mountain? 

For,  lo,  the  wicked  bend  their  bow,  they  make 
ready  their  arrow  upon  the  string,  that  they  may 
privily  shoot  at  the  upright  in  heart. 

If  the  foundations  be  destroyed,  what  can  the 
righteous  do? 

The  LORD  is  in  his  holy  temple,  the  LORD'S 
throne  is  in  heaven :  his  eyes  behold,  his  eyelids  try, 
the  children  of  men. 

The  LORD  trieth  the  righteous :  but  the  wicked 
and  him  that  loveth  violence  his  soul  hateth. 

Upon  the  wicked  he  shall  rain  snares,  fire  and 
brimstone,  and  a  horrible  tempest :  this  shall  be  the 
portion  of  their  cup. 

For  the  righteous  LORD  loveth  righteousness  ; 
his  countenance  doth  behold  the  upright. 

PSALM  12. 

T  T  ELP,  LORD  ;  for  the  godly  man  ceaseth ;  for 
*  *•  the  faithful  fail  from  among  the  children  of 
men. 

They  speak  vanity  every  one  with  his  neighbor : 
with  flattering  lips  and  with  a  double  heart  do  they 
speak. 

The  LORD  shall  cut  off  all  flattering  lips,  and  the 
tongue  that  speaketh  proud  things : 
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Who  have  said,  With  our  tongue  will  we  prevail ; 
our  lips  are  our  own  :  who  is  lord  over  us? 

For  the  oppression  of  the  poor,  for  the  sighing 
of  the  needy,  now  will  I  arise,  saith  the  LORD ;  I 
will  set  him  in  safety  from  him  that  puffeth  at 
him. 

The  words  of  the  LORD  are  pure  words  :  as  silver 
tried  in  a  furnace  of  earth,  purified  seven  times. 

Thou  shalt  keep  them,  O  LORD,  thou  shalt  pre- 
serve them  from  this  generation  forever. 

The  wicked  walk  on  every  side,  when  the  vilest 
men  are  exalted. 


PSALM  13. 

T_T  O W  long  wilt  thou  forget  me,  O  LORD  ?  for 
*  *  ever?  how  long  wilt  thou  hide  thy  face 
from  me? 

How  long  shall  I  take  counsel  in  my  soul,  having 
sorrow  in  my  heart  daily?  how  long  shall  mine 
enemy  be  exalted  over  me? 

Consider  and  hear  me,  O  LORD  my  God  :  lighten 
mine  eyes,  lest  I  sleep  the  sleep  of  death  ; 

Lest  mine  enemy  say,  I  have  prevailed  against 
him ;  and  those  that  trouble  me  rejoice  when  I  am 
moved. 

But  I  have  trusted  in  thy  mercy ;  my  heart  shall 
rejoice  in  thy  salvation.

He  that  putteth  not  out  his  money  to  usury,  nor 
taketh  reward  against  the  innocent.  He  that  doeth 
these  things  shall  never  be  moved.

PRESERVE  me,  O  God:  for  in  thee  do  I   put 
*•     my  trust. 

0  my  soul,  thou  hast  said  unto  the  LORD,  Thou 
art  my  Lord  :  my  goodness  extendeth  not  to  thee  ; 

But  to  the  saints  that  are  in  the  earth,  and  to  the 
excellent,  in  whom  is  all  my  delight. 

Their  sorrows  shall  be  multiplied  that  hasten 
after  another  god :  their  drink-offerings  of  blood 
will  I  not  offer,  nor  take  up  their  names  into  my 
lips. 

The  LORD  is  the  portion  of  mine  inheritance  and 
of  my  cup  :  thou  maintainest  my  lot. 

The  lines  are  fallen  unto  me  in  pleasant  places ;

Thou  wilt  show  me  the  path  of  life :  in  thy  pres- 
ence is  fullness  of  joy ;  at  thy  right  hand  there  are 
pleasures  for  evermore.

T  WILL  love  thee,  O  LORD,  my  strength. 

The  LORD  is  my  rock,  and  my  fortress,  and  my 
deliverer;  my  God,  my  strength,  in  whom  I  will 
trust ;  my  buckler,  and  the  horn  of  my  salvation, 
and  my  high  tower. 

I  will  call  upon  the  LORD,  who  is  worthy  to  be 
praised :  so  shall  I  be  saved  from  mine  enemies. 

The  sorrows  of  death  compassed  me,  and  the 
floods  of  ungodly  men  made  me  afraid. 

The  sorrows  of  hell  compassed  me  about :  the 
snares  of  death  prevented  me. 

In  my  distress  I  called  upon  the  Lord,  and  cried 
unto  my  God  :  he  heard  my  voice  out  of  his  temple, 
and  my  cry  came  before  him,  even  into  his  ears. 
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Then  the  earth  shook  and  trembled ;  the  founda- 
tions also  of  the  hills  moved  and  were  shaken,  be- 
cause he  was  wroth. 

There  went  up  a  smoke  out  of  his  nostrils,  and 
fire  out  of  his  mouth  devoured  :  coals  were  kindled 
by  it. 

He  bowed  the  heavens  also,  and  came  down  :  and 
darkness  was  under  his  feet. 

And  he  rode  upon  a  cherub,  and  did  fly :  yea,  he 
did  fly  upon  the  wings  of  the  wind. 

He  made  darkness  his  secret  place ;  his  pavilion 
round  about  him  were  dark  waters  and  thick  clouds 
of  the  skies. 

At  the  brightness  that  was  before  him  his  thick 
clouds  passed,  hailstones  and  coals  of  fire. 

The  LORD  also  thundered  in  the  heavens,  and  the 
Highest  gave  his  voice  ;  hailstones  and  coals  of  fire. 

Yea,  he  sent  out  his  arrows,  and  scattered  them  ; 
and  he  shot  out  lightnings,  and  discomfited  them. 

Then  the  channels  of  waters  were  seen,  and  the 
foundations  of  the  world  were  discovered  at  thy 
rebuke,  O  LORD,  at  the  blast  of  the  breath  of  thy 
nostrils. 

He  sent  from  above,  he  took  me,  he  drew  me  out 
of  many  waters. 

He  delivered  me  from  my  strong  enemy,  and 
from  them  which  hated  me :  for  they  were  too 
strong  for  me. 

They  prevented  me  in  the  day  of  my  calamity : 
but  the  LORD  was  my  stay. 

He  brought  me  forth  also  into  a  large  place ;  he 
delivered  me,  because  he  delighted  in  me. 
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The  LORD  rewarded  me  according  to  my  right- 
eousness ;  according  to  the  cleanness  of  my  hands 
hath  he  recompensed  me. 

For  I  have  kept  the  ways  of  the  LORD,  and  have 
not  wickedly  departed  from  my  God. 

For  all  his  judgments  were  before  me,  and  I  did 
not  put  away  his  statutes  from  me. 

I  was  also  upright  before  him,  and  I  kept  myself 
from  mine  iniquity. 

Therefore  hath  the  LORD  recompensed  me  ac- 
cording to  my  righteousness,  according  to  the  clean- 
ness of  my  hands  in  his  eyesight.

For  who  is  God  save  the  LORD  ?  or  who  is  a  rock 
save  our  God  ? 

It  is  God  that  girdeth  me  with  strength,  and 
maketh  my  way  perfect. 

He  maketh  my  feet  like  hinds'  feet,  and  setteth 
me  upon  my  high  places. 

He  teacheth  my  hands  to  war,  so  that  a  bow  of 
steel  is  broken  by  mine  arms. 

Thou  hast  also  given  me  the  shield  of  thy  salva- 
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tion :  and  thy  right  hand  hath  holden  me  up,  and 
thy  gentleness  hath  made  me  great. 

Thou  hast  enlarged  my  steps  under  me,  that  my 
feet  did  not  slip. 

The  LORD  liveth  ;  and  blessed  be  my  Rock  ;  and 
let  the  God  of  my  salvation  be  exalted. 

He  delivereth  me  from  mine  enemies:  yea,  thou 
liftest  me  up  above  those  that  rise  up  against  me : 
thou  hast  delivered  me  from  the  violent  man. 

.  Therefore  will  I  give  thanks  unto  thee,  O  LORD, 
among  the  heathen,  and  sing  praises  unto  thy 
name. 

PSALM  19. 

'T'HE  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God  ;  and  the 
firmament  showeth  his  handiwork. 

Day  unto  day  uttereth  speech,  and  night  unto 
night  showeth  knowledge. 

There  is  no  speech  nor  language,  where  their 
voice  is  not  heard. 

Their  line  is  gone  out  through  all  the  earth,  and 
their  words  to  the  end  of  the  world.  In  them  hath 
he  set  a  tabernacle  for  the  sun, 

Which  is  as  a  bridegroom  coming  out  of  his 
chamber,  and  rejoiceth  as  a  strong  man  to  run  a 
race. 

His  going  forth  is  from  the  end  of  the  heaven, 
and  his  circuit  unto  the  ends  of  it :  and  there  is 
nothing  hid  from  the  heat  thereof. 

The  law  of  the  LORD  is  perfect,  converting  the 
soul :  the  testimony  of  the  LORD  is  sure,  making 
wise  the  simple. 
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The  statutes  of  the  LORD  are  right,  rejoicing  the 
heart :  the  commandment  of  the  LORD  is  pure,  en- 
lightening the  eyes. 

The  fear  of  the  LORD  is  clean,  enduring  forever: 
the  judgments  of  the  LORD  are  true  and  righteous 
altogether. 

More  to  be  desired  are  they  than  gold,  yea,  than 
much  fine  gold :  sweeter  also  than  honey  and  the 
honey  comb. 

Moreover  by  them  is  thy  servant  warned  :  and  in 
keeping  of  them  there  is  great  reward. 

Who  can  understand  his  errors?  cleanse  thou  me 
from  secret  faults. 

Keep  back  thy  servant  also  from  presumptuous 
sins  ;  let  them  not  have  dominion  over  me :  then 
shall  I  be  upright,  and  I  shall  be  innocent  from  the 
great  transgression. 

Let  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the  meditation 
of  my  heart,  be  acceptable  in  thy  sight,  O  Lord,  my 
strength,  and  my  redeemer.

*•  *•  why  art  thou  so  far  from  helping  me,  and  from 
the  words  of  my  roaring? 

0  my  God,  I  cry  in  the  day-time,  but  thou  near- 
est not ;  and  in  the  night  season,  and  am  not  silent. 

But  thou  art  holy,  O  thou  that  inhabitest  the 
praises  of  Israel. 

Our  fathers  trusted  in  thee :  they  trusted,  and 
thou  didst  deliver  them. 

They  cried  unto  thee,  and  were  delivered :  they 
trusted  in  thee,  and  were  not  confounded. 

But  I  am  a  worm,  and  no  man ;  a  reproach  of 
men,  and  despised  of  the  people. 

All  they  that  see  me  laugh  me  to  scorn :  they 
shoot  out  the  lip,  they  shake  the  head,  saying,

And  now  shall  mine  head  be  lifted  up  above  mine 
enemies  round  about  me :  therefore  will  I  offer  in 
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his  tabernacle  sacrifices  of  joy ;  I  will  sing,  yea,  I 
will  sing  praises  unto  the  LORD. 

Hear,  O  LORD,  when  I  cry  with  my  voice :  have 
mercy  also  upon  me,  and  answer  me. 

When  thou  saidst,  Seek  ye  my  face  ;  my  heart 
said  unto  thee,  Thy  face,  LORD,  will  I  seek. 

Hide  not  thy  face  far  from  me  ;  put  not  thy  ser- 
vant away  in  anger :  thou  hast  been  my  help ;  leave 
me  not,  neither  forsake  me,  O  God  of  my  salvation. 

When  my  father  and  my  mother  forsake  me,  then 
the  LORD  will  take  me  up. 

Teach  me  thy  way,  O  LORD,  and  lead  me  in  a 
plain  path,  because  of  mine  enemies. 

Deliver  me  not  over  unto  the  will  of  mine  ene- 
mies :  for  false  witnesses  are  risen  up  against  me, 
and  such  as  breathe  out  cruelty.

Wait  on  the  LORD  :  be  of  good  courage,  and  he 
shall  strengthen  thine  heart :  wait,  I  say,  on  the 
LORD. 

PSALM  28. 

T  INTO  thee  will  I  cry,  O  LORD  my  rock  ;  be  not 
^  silent  to  me :  lest,  if  thou  be  silent  to  me,  I 
become  like  them  that  go  down  into  the  pit. 

Hear  the  voice  of  my  supplications,  when  I  cry 
xunto  thee,  when  I  lift  up  my  hands  toward  thy  holy 
oracle. 

Draw  me  not  away  with  the  wicked,  and  with  the 
workers  of  iniquity,  which  speak  peace  to  their 
neighbors,  but  mischief  is  in  their  hearts. 
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Blessed  be  the  LORD,  because  he  hath  heard  the 
voice  of  my  supplications. 

The  LORD  is  my  strength  and  my  shield  ;  my 
heart  trusted  in  him,  and  I  am  helped  :  therefore 
my  heart  greatly  rejoiceth  ;  and  with  my  song  will 
I  praise  him. 

The  LORD  is  their  strength,  and  he  is  the  saving 
strength  of  his  anointed. 

Save  thy  people,  and  bless  thine  inheritance  : 
feed  them  also,  and  lift  them  up  forever.

For  our  heart  shall  rejoice  in  him,  because  we 
have  trusted  in  his  holy  name. 

Let  thy  mercy,  O  LORD,  be  upon  us,  according 
as  we  hope  in  thee.

0  magnify  the  LORD  with  me,  and  let  us  exalt 
his  name  together. 

1  sought  the  LORD,  and  he  heard  me,  and  de- 
livered me  from  all  my  fears. 

They  looked  unto  him,  and  were  lightened  :  and 
their  faces  were  not  ashamed. 

This  poor  man  cried,  and  the  LORD  heard  him, 
and  saved  him  out  of  all  his  troubles.

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Take  hold  of  shield  and  buckler,  and  stand  up 
for  mine  help. 

Draw  out  also  the  spear,  and  stop  the  way  against 
them  that  persecute  me:  say  unto  my  soul,  I  am 
thy  salvation. 

And  my  soul  shall  be  joyful  in  the  LORD  :  it  shall 
rejoice  in  his  salvation. 

All  my  bones  shall  say,  LORD,  who  is  like  unto 
thee,  which  deliverest  the  poor  from  him  that  is  too 
strong  for  him,  yea,  the  poor  and  the  needy  from 
him  that  spoileth  him  ? 

I  will  give  thee  thanks  in  the  great  congregation  : 
I  will  praise  thee  among  much  people. 

Let  them  shout  for  joy,  and  be  glad,  that  favor 
my  righteous  cause:  yea,  let  them  say  continually, 
Let  the  LORD  be  magnified,  which  hath  pleasure  in 
the  prosperity  of  his  servant.

PSALM  36. 

'"PHY  mercy,  O  LORD,  is  in  the  heavens  ;  and  thy 
faithfulness  reacheth  unto  the  clouds.

thy  judgments  are  a  great  deep:  O  LORD,  thou 
preservest  man  and  beast. 

How  excellent   is  thy  loving-kindness,  O   God ! 
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therefore  the  children  of  men  put  their  trust  under 
the  shadow  of  thy  wings.

Trust  in  the  Lord,  and  do  good  ;  so  shalt  thou 
dwell  in  the  land,  and  verily  thou  shalt  be  fed. 

Delight  thyself  also  in  the  LORD  ;  and  he  shall 
give  thee  the  desires  of  thine  heart. 

Commit  thy  way  unto  the  LORD;  trust  also  in 
him  ;  and  he  shall  bring  it  to  pass. 

And  he  shall  bring  forth  thy  righteousness  as  the 
light,  and  thy  judgment  as  the  noonday. 

Rest  in  the  LORD,  and  wait  patiently  for  him  :

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Cease  from  anger,  and  forsake  wrath :  fret  not 
thyself  in  any  wise  to  do  evil. 

For  evil-doers  shall  be  cut  off:  but  those  that 
wait  upon  the  LORD,  they  shall  inherit  the 
earth. 

For  yet  a  little  while,  and  the  wicked  shall  not 
be :  yea,  thou  shalt  diligently  consider  his  place, 
and  it  shall  not  be. 

But  the  meek  shall  inherit  the  earth ;  and  shall 
delight  themselves  in  the  abundance  of  peace. 

The  wicked  plotteth  against  the  just,  and  gnasheth 
upon  him  with  his  teeth. 

The  Lord  shall  laugh  at  him  :  for  he  seeth  that 
his  day  is  coming. 

A  little  that  a  righteous  man  hath  is  better  than 
the  riches  of  many  wicked. 

For  the  arms  of  the  wicked  shall  be  broken :  but 
the  LORD  upholdeth  the  righteous. 

The  LORD  knoweth  the  days  of  the  upright :  and 
their  inheritance  shall  be  forever. 

They  shall  not  be  ashamed  in  the  evil  time :  and 
in  the  days  of  famine  they  shall  be  satisfied. 

But  the  wicked  shall  perish,  and  the  enemies 
of  the  LORD  shall  be  as  the  fat  of  lambs :  they 
shall  consume;  into  smoke  shall  they  consume 
away. 

The  wicked  borroweth,  and  payeth  not  again : 
but  the  righteous  showeth  mercy,  and  giveth. 

For  such  as  be  blessed  of  him  shall  inherit  the 
earth;  and  they  that  be  cursed  of  him  shall  be 
cut  off.

PSALM  37.—  Part  2. 

'T'HE  steps  of  a  good  man  are  ordered  by  the 
LORD  :  and  he  delighteth  in  his  way. 

Though  he  fall,  he  shall  not  be  utterly  cast  down  : 
for  the  LORD  upholdeth  him  with  his  hand. 

I  have  been  young,  and  now  am  old  ;  yet  have  I 
not  seen  the  righteous  forsaken,  nor  his  seed  beg- 
ging bread. 

He  is  ever  merciful,  and  lenjdeth  ;  and  his  seed  is 
blessed. 

Depart  from  evil,  and  do  good  ;  and  dwell  for 
evermore. 

For  the  LORD  loveth  judgment,  and  forsaketh 
not  his  saints  ;  they  are  preserved  forever:  but  the 
seed  of  the  wicked  shall  be  cut  off. 

The  righteous  shall  inherit  the  land,  and  dwell 
therein  forever. 

The  mouth  of  the  righteous  speaketh  wisdom, 
and  his  tongue  talketh  of  judgment. 

The  law  of  his  God  is  in  his  heart  ;  none  of  his 
steps  shall  slide. 

The  wicked  watcheth  the  righteous,  and  seeketh 
to  slay  him. 

The  LORD  will  not  leave  him  in  his  hand,  nor 
condemn  him  when  he  is  judged. 

Wait  on  the  LORD,  and  keep  his  way,  and  he 
shall  exalt  thee  to  inherit  the  land  :  when  the  wicked 
are  cut  off,  thou  shalt  see  it. 

I  have  seen  the  wicked  in  great  power,  and 
spreading  himself  like  a  green  bay-tree.

Yet  he  passed  away,  and,  lo,  he  was  not :  yea,  I 
sought  htm,  but  he  could  not  be  found. 

Mark  the  perfect  man,  and  behold  the  upright ; 
for  the  end  of  that  man  is  peace. 

But  the  transgressors  shall  be  destroyed  together : 
the  end  of  the  wicked  shall  be  cut  off. 

But  the  salvation  of  the  righteous  is  of  the  LORD  : 
he  is  their  strength  in  the  time  of  trouble. 

And  the  LORD  shall  help  them,  and  deliver  them  : 
he  shall  deliver  them  from  the  wicked,  and  save 
them,  because  they  trust  in  him. 

PSALM  38. 

LORD,  rebuke  me  not  in  thy  wrath :  neither 
chasten  me  in  thy  hot  displeasure. 

For  thine  arrows  stick  fast  in  me,  and  thy  hand 
presseth  me  sore. 

There  is  no  soundness  in  my  flesh  because  of 
thine  anger;  neither  is  there  any  rest  in  my  bones 
because  of  my  sin. 

For  mine  iniquities  are  gone  over  mine  head :  as 
a  heavy  burden  they  are  too  heavy  for  me. 

I  am  troubled ;  I  am  bowed  down  greatly ;  I  go 
mourning  all  the  day  long. 

I  am  feeble  and  sore  broken :  I  have  roared  by 
reason  of  the  disquietness  of  my  heart. 

Lord,  all  my  desire  is  before  thee  ;  and  my  groan- 
ing is  not  hid  from  thee. 

My  heart  panteth,  my  strength  faileth  me :  as  for 
the  light  of  mine  eyes,  it  also  is  gone  from  me. 

My  lovers  and  my  friends  stand  aloof  from  my 
sore  ;  and  my  kinsmen  stand  afar  off. 
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Thus  I  was  as  a  man  that  heareth  not,  and  in 
whose  mouth  are  no  reproofs. 

For  in  thee,  O  LORD,  do  I  hope :  thou  wilt  hear, 
O  Lord  my  God. 

For  I  will  declare  mine  iniquity ;  I  will  be  sorry 
for  my  sin. 

Forsake  me  not,  O  LORD  :  O  my  God,  be  not  far 
from  me.

PSALM  39. 

T   SAID,  I  will  take  heed  to  my  ways,  that  I  sin 
*•   not  with  my  tongue  :  I  will  keep  my  mouth  with 
a  bridle,  while  the  wicked  is  before  me. 

I  was  dumb  with  silence,  I  held  my  peace,  even 
from  good  ;  and  my  sorrow  was  stirred. 

My  heart  was  hot  within  me  ;  while  I  was  musing 
the  fire  burned :  then  spake  I  with  my  tongue, 

LORD,  make  me  to  know  mine  end,  and  the 
measure  of  my  days,  what  it  is ;  that  I  may  know 
how  frail  I  am. 

Behold,  thou  hast  made  my  days  as  a  hand- 
breadth  ;  and  mine  age  is  as  nothing  before  thee : 
verily  every  man  at  his  best  state  is  altogether 
vanity. 

Surely  every  man  walketh  in  a  vain  show :  surely 
they  are  disquieted  in  vain:  he  heapeth  up  riches, 
and  knoweth  not  who  shall  gather  them. 
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And  now,  Lord,  what  wait  I  for  ?  my  hope  is  in 
thee. 

Deliver  me  from  all  my  transgressions:  make  me 
not  the  reproach  of  the  foolish. 

I  was  dumb,  I  opened  not  my  mouth ;  because 
thou  didst  it. 

Remove  thy  stroke  away  from  me :  I  am  con- 
sumed by  the  blow  of  thine  hand. 

When  thou  with  rebukes  dost  correct  man  for 
iniquity,  thou  makest  his  beauty  to  consume  away 
like  a  moth :  surely  every  man  is  vanity. 

Hear  my  prayer,  O  LORD,  and  give  ear  unto  my 
cry ;  hold  not  thy  peace  at  my  tears :  for  I  am  a 
stranger  with  thee,  and  a  sojourner,  as  all  my  fathers 
were. 

O  spare  me,  that  I  may  recover  strength,  before 
I  go  hence,  and  be  no  more. 

PSALM  40. 

T  WAITED  patiently  for  the  LORD  ;  and  he  in- 
^  clined  unto  me,  and  heard  my  cry. 

He  brought  me  up  also  out  of  a  horrible  pit,  out 
of  the  miry  clay,  and  set  my  feet  upon  a  rock,  and 
established  my  goings. 

And  he  hath  put  a  new  song  in  my  mouth, 
even  praise  unto  our  God :  many  shall  see  it,  and 
fear,  and  shall  trust  in  the  LORD. 

Blessed  is  that  man  that  maketh  the  LORD  his 
trust,  and  respecteth  not  the  proud,  nor  such  as 
turn  aside  to  lies. 

Many,  O  LORD  my  God,  are  thy  wonderful  works 
which  th'ou  hast  done,  and  thy  thoughts  which  are 
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to  us-ward :  they  cannot  be  reckoned  up  in  order 
unto  thee :  if  I  would  declare  and  speak  of  them, 
they  are  more  than  can  be  numbered. 

Sacrifice  and  offering  thou  didst  not  desire  ;  mine 
ears  hast  thou  opened  :  burnt-offering  and  sin-offer- 
ing hast  thou  not  required. 

Then  said  I,  Lo,  I  come  :  in  the  volume  of  the 
book  it  is  written  of  me, 

I  delight  to  do  thy  will,  O  my  God  :  yea,  thy  law 
is  within  my  heart. 

I  have  preached  righteousness  in  the  great  con- 
gregation :  lo,  I  have  not  refrained  my  lips,  O 
LORD,  thou  knowest. 

I  have  not  hid  thy  righteousness  within  my 
heart ;  I  have  declared  thy  faithfulness  and  thy 
salvation  :  I  have  not  concealed  thy  loving-kindness 
and  thy  truth  from  the  great  congregation. 

Withhold  not  thou  thy  tender  mercies  from  me, 
O  LORD  :  let  thy  loving-kindness  and  thy  truth 
continually  preserve  me. 

For  innumerable  evils  have  compassed  me  about: 
mine  iniquities  have  taken  hold  upon  me,  so  that  I 
am  not  able  to  look  up ;  they  are  more  than  the 
hairs  of  mine  head :  therefore  my  heart  faileth  me. 

Be  pleased,  O  LORD,  to  deliver  me:  O  LORD, 
make  haste  to  help  me. 

Let  all  those  that  seek  thee  rejoice  and  be  glad 
in  thee:  let  such  as  love  thy  salvation  say  con- 
tinually, The  LORD  be  magnified. 

But  I  am  poor  and  needy ;  yet  the  Lord  thinketh 
upon  me :  thou  art  my  help  and  my  deliverer :  make 
no  tarrying,  O  my  God.

PSALM  41. 

DLESSED  is  he  that  considereth  the  poor:  the 
*-*  LORD  will  deliver  him  in  time  of  trouble. 

The  LORD  will  preserve  him,  and  keep  him  alive  ; 
and  he  shall  be  blessed  upon  the  earth  :  and  thou 
wilt  not  deliver  him  unto  the  will  of  his  enemies. 

The  LORD  will  strengthen  him  upon  the  bed  of 
languishing  :  thou  wilt  make  all  his  bed  in  his  sick- 
ness.

**•  panteth  my  soul  after  thee,  O  God.

My  tears  have  been  my  meat  day  and  night, 
while  they  continually  say  unto  me,  Where  is  thy 
God?

Thou  art  fairer  than  the  children  of  men :  grace 
is  poured  into  thy  lips  :  therefore  God  hath  blessed 
thee  forever. 

Gird  thy  sword  upon  thy  thigh,  O  most  Mighty, 
with  thy  glory  and  thy  majesty. 

And  in  thy  majesty  ride  prosperously,  because 
of  truth  and  meekness  and  righteousness  ;  and  thy 
right  hand  shall  teach  thee  terrible  things. 

Thine  arrows  are  sharp  in  the  heart  of  the  King's 
enemies ;  whereby  the  people  fall  under  thee. 

Thy  throne,  O  God,  is  for  ever  and  ever :  the  scep- 
ter of  thy  kingdom  is  a  right  scepter.

The  heathen  raged,  the  kingdoms  were  moved :

The  LORD  of  hosts  is  with  us  ;  the  God  of  Jacob 
is  our  refuge. 

Come,  behold  the  works  of  the  LORD,  what  deso- 
lations he  hath  made  in  the  earth.

Nevertheless  man  being  in  honor abideth  not:  he 
is  like  the  beasts  that  perish. 

This  their  way  is  their  folly :  yet  their  posterity 
approve  their  sayings. 

Like  sheep  they  are  laid  in  the  grave;  death 
shall  feed  on  them ;  and  the  upright  shall  have 
dominion  over  them  in  the  morning;  and  their 
beauty  shall  consume  in  the  grave  from  their 
dwelling. 

But  God  will  redeem  my  soul  from  the  power  of 
the  grave :  for  he  shall  receive  me. 
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Be  not  thou  afraid  when  one  is  made  rich,  when 
the  glory  of  his  house  is  increased  ; 

For  when  he  dieth  he  shall  carry  nothing  away :

And  call  upon  me  in  the  day  of  trouble :  I  will 
deliver  thee,  and  thou  shalt  glorify  me. 

But  unto  the  wicked  God  saith,  What  hast  thou 
to  do  to  declare  my  statutes,  or  that  thou  shouldest 
take  my  covenant  in  thy  mouth  ? 

Seeing  thou  hatest  instruction,  and  castest  my 
words  behind  thee.

Behold,  I  was  shapen  in  iniquity;  and  in  sin  did 
my  mother  conceive  me.

Purge  me  with  hyssop,  and  I  shall  be  clean  :  wash 
me,  and  I  shall  be  whiter  than  snow.

I  will  hear  what  God  the  LORD  will  speak:  for  he 
will  speak  peace  unto  his  people,  and  to  his  saints : 
but  let  them  not  turn  again  to  folly. 

Surely  his  salvation  is  nigh  them  that  fear  him ; 
that  glory  may  dwell  in  our  land. 

Mercy  and  truth  are  met  together;  righteousness 
and  peace  have  kissed  each  other. 

Truth  shall  spring  out  of  the  earth  ;  and  right- 
eousness shall  look  down  from  heaven. 

Yea,  the  LORD  shall  give  that  which  is  good  ;  and 
our  land  shall  yield  her  increase. 

Righteousness  shall  go  before  him  ;  and  shall  set 
us  in  the  way  of  his  steps.

At  thy  rebuke  they  fled ;  .at  the  voice  of  thy 
thunder  they  hasted  away. 

They  go  up  by  the  mountains ;  they  go  down  by 
the  valleys  unto  the  place  which  thou  hast  founded 
for  them. 

Thou  hast  set  a  bound  that  they  may  not  pass 
over;  that  they  turn  not  again  to  cover  the 
earth. 

He  sendeth  the  springs  into  the  valleys,  which 
run  among  the  hills. 

They  give  drink  to  every  beast  of  the  field :  the 
wild  asses  quench  their  thirst. 

By  them  shall  the  fowls  of  the  heaven  have  their 
habitation,  which  sing  among  the  branches. 

He  watereth  the  hills  from  his  chambers:  the 
earth  is  satisfied  with  the  fruit  of  thy  works. 

He  causeth  the  grass  to  grow  for  the  cattle,  and 
herb  for  the  service  of  man :  that  he  may  bring 
forth  food  out  of  the  earth ; 

And  wine  that  maketh  glad  the  heart  of  man, 
and  oil  to  make  his  face  to  shine,  and  bread  which 
strengtheneth  man's  heart. 

The  trees  of  the  LORD  are  full  of  sap ;  the  cedars 
of  Lebanon,  which  he  hath  planted  ;

The  high  hills  are  a  refuge  for  the  wild  goats ; 
and  the  rocks  for  the  conies. 

He  appointed  the  moon  for  seasons:  the  sun 
knovveth  his  going  down. 

Thou  makest  darkness,  and  it  is  night :  wherein 
all  the  beasts  of  the  forest  do  creep  forth. 

The  young  lions  roar  after  their  prey,  and  seek 
their  meat  from  God. 

The  sun  ariseth,  they  gather  themselves  together, 
and  lay  them  down  in  their  dens. 

Man  goeth  forth  unto  his  work  and  to  his  labor 
until  the  evening. 

O  LORD,  how  manifold  are  thy  works !  in  wisdom 
hast  thou  made  them  all :  the  earth  is  full  of  thy 
riches. 

So  is  this  great  and  wide  sea,  wherein  are  things 
creeping  innumerable,  both  small  and  great  beasts. 

There  go  the  ships :  there  is  that  leviathan,  whom 
thou  hast  made  to  play  therein. 

These  wait  all  upon  thee  ;  that  thou  mayest  give 
them  their  meat  in  due  season. 

That  thou  givest  them  they  gather:  thou  openest 
thine  hand,  they  are  filled  with  good. 

Thou  hidest  thy  face,  they  are  troubled  :  thou 
takest  away  their  breath,  they  die,  and  return  to 
their  dust. 

Thou  sendest  forth  thy  spirit,  they  are  created : 
and  thou  renewest  the  face  of  the  earth. 

The  glory  of  the  LORD  shall  endure  forever :  the 
LORD  shall  rejoice  in  his  works. 
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He  looketh  on  the  earth,  and  it  trembleth:  he 
toucheth  the  hills,  and  they  smoke. 

I  will  sing  unto  the  LORD  as  long  as  I  live :  I  will 
sing  praise  to  my  God  while  I  have  my  being. 

My  meditation  of  him  shall  be  sweet :  I  will  be 
glad  in  the  LORD. 

Let  the  sinners  be  consumed  out  of  the  earth, 
and  let  the  wicked  be  no  more.  Bless  thou  the 
LORD,  O  my  soul.  Praise  ye  the  LORD.

And  I  will  delight  myself  in  thy  commandments, 
which  I  have  loved.

This  is  my  comfort  in  my  affliction  :  for  thy  word 
hath  quickened  me.

Such  knowledge  is  too  wonderful  for  me ;  it  is 
high,  I  cannot  attain  unto  it. 

Whither  shall  I  go  from  thy  Spirit  ?  or  whither 
shall  I  flee  from  thy  presence  ? 
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If  I  ascend  up  into  heaven,  thou  art  there:  if  I 
make  my  bed  in  hell,  behold,  thou  art  there. 

If  I  take  the  wings  of  the  morning,  and  dwell  in 
the  uttermost  parts  of  the  sea ; 

Even  there  shall  thy  hand  lead  me,  and  thy  right 
hand  shall  hold  me. 

If  I  say,  Surely  the  darkness  shall  cover  me  ;  even 
the  night  shall  be  light  about  me. 

Yea,  the  darkness  hideth  not  from  thee ;  but  the 
night  shineth  as  the  day:  the  darkness  and  the  light 
are  both  alike  to  thee. 

For  thou  hast  possessed  my  reins:  thou  hast 
covered  me  in  my  mother's  womb. 

I  will  praise  thee ;  for  I  am  fearfully  and  wonder- 
fully made :  marvelous  are  thy  works ;  and  that 
my  soul  knoweth  right  well. 

My  substance  was  not  hid  from  thee,  when  I  was 
made  in  secret,  and  curiously  wrought  in  the  lowest 
parts  of  the  earth. 

Thine  eyes  did  see  my  substance,  yet  being  un- 
perfect ;  and  in  thy  book  all  my  members  were 
written,  which  in  continuance  were  fashioned,  when 
as  yet  there  was  none  of  them. 

How  precious  also  are  thy  thoughts  unto  me,  O 
God  !  how  great  is  the  sum  of  them  ! 

If  I  should  count  them,  they  are  more  in  num- 
ber than  the  sand :  when  I  awake,  I  am  still  with 
thee. 

Search  me,  O  God,  and  know  my  heart :  try  me, 
and  know  my  thoughts : 

And  see  if  there  be  any  wicked  way  in  me,  and 
lead  me  in  the  way  everlasting.

When  my  spirit  was  overwhelmed  within  me,  then 
thou  knewest  my  path.  In  the  way  wherein  I 
walked  have  they  privily  laid  a  snare  for  me. 
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I  looked  on  my  right  hand,  and  beheld,  but  there 
was  no  man  that  would  know  me :  refuge  failed  me ; 
no  man  cared  for  my  soul.

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He  healeth  the  broken  in  heart,  and  bindeth  up 
their  wounds. 

He  telleth  the  number  of  the  stars ;  he  calleth 
them  all  by  their  names. 

Great  is  our  Lord,  and  of  great  power:  his  un- 
derstanding is  infinite.

Selection  first. 

PSALM  1. 

DLESSED  is  the  man  that  walketh  not  in  the 
counsel  of  the  ungodly,  nor  standeth  in  the  way 
of  sinners,  nor  sitteth  in  the  seat  of  the  scornful. 

But  his  delight  is  in  the  law  of  the  LORD;  and  in 
his  law  doth  he  meditate  day  and  night. 

And  he  shall  be  like  a  tree  planted  by  the  rivers 
of  water,  that  bringeth  forth  his  fruit  in  his  season  ; 
his  leaf  also  shall  not  wither;  and  whatsoever  he 
doeth  shall  prosper. 

The  ungodly  are  not  so:  but  are  like  the  chaff 
which  the  wind  driveth  away. 

Therefore  the  ungodly  shall  not  stand  in  the 
judgment,  nor  sinners  in  the  congregation  of  the 
righteous. 

For  the  LORD  knoweth  the  way  of  the  righteous : 
but  the  way  of  the  ungodly  shall  perish. 

PSALM  91. 

LJ  E  that  dwelleth  in  the  secret  place  of  the  Most 
*  High  shall  abide  under  the  shadow  of  the  Al- 
mighty. 
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I  will  say  of  the  LORD,  He  is  my  refuge  and  my 
fortress :  my  God  ;  in  him  will  I  trust. 

Surely  he  shall  deliver  thee  from  the  snare  of  the 
fowler,  and  from  the  noisome  pestilence. 

He  shall  cover  thee  with  his  feathers,  and  under 
his  wings  shalt  thou  trust :  his  truth  shall  be  thy 
shield  and  buckler. 

Thou  shalt  not  be  afraid  for  the  terror  by  night ; 
nor  for  the  arrow  that  flieth  by  day ; 

Nor  for  the  pestilence  that  walketh  in  dark- 
ness ;  nor  for  the  destruction  that  wasteth  at  noon- 
day. 

A  thousand  shall  fall  at  thy  side,  and  ten  thou- 
sand at  thy  right  hand  ;  but  it  shall  not  come  nigh 
thee. 

Only  with  thine  eyes  shalt  thou  behold  and  see 
the  reward  of  the  wicked. 

Because  thou  hast  made  the  LORD,  which  is  my 
refuge,  even  the  Most  High,  thy  habitation ; 

There  shall  no  evil  befall  thee,  neither  shall  any 
plague  come  nigh  thy  dwelling. 

For  he  shall  give  his  angels  charge  over  thee,  to 
keep  thee  in  all  thy  ways. 

They  shall  bear  thee  up  in  their  hands,  lest  thou 
dash  thy  foot  against  a  stone. 

Thou  shalt  tread  upon  the  lion  and  adder:  the 
young  lion  and  the  dragon  shalt  thou  trample  un- 
der feet. 

Because  he  hath  set  his  love  upon  me,  therefore 
will  I  deliver  him :  I  will  set  him  on  high,  because 
he  hath  known  my  name. 

He  shall  call  upon  me,  and  I  will  answer  him :  I 

10—13 
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will  be  with  him  in  trouble ;  I  will  deliver  him,  and 
honor  him. 

With  long  life  will  I  satisfy  him,  and  show  him 
my  salvation. 


Qeletlion   Seconb. 
PSALM  19. 

HP  HE  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God;  and  the 
*  firmament  showeth  his  handiwork. 

Day  unto  day  uttereth  speech,  and  night  unto 
night  showeth  knowledge. 

There  is  no  speech  nor  language,  where  their 
voice  is  not  heard. 

Their  line  is  gone  out  through  all  the  earth,  and 
their  words  to  the  end  of  the  world.  In  them  hath 
he  set  a  tabernacle  for  the  sun, 

Which  is  as  a  bridegroom  coming  out  of  his  cham- 
ber, and  rejoiceth  as  a  strong  man  to  run  a  race. 

His  going  forth  is  from  the  end  of  the  heaven,  and 
his  circuit  unto  the  ends  of  it :  and  there  is  nothing 
hid  from  the  heat  thereof. 

The  law  of  the  LORD  is  perfect,  converting  the 
soul:  the  testimony  of  the  LORD  is  sure,  making 
wise  the  simple. 

The  statutes  of  the  LORD  are  right,  rejoicing  the 
heart :  the  commandment  of  the  LORD  is  pure,  en- 
lightening the  eyes. 

The  fear  of  the  LORD  is  clean,  enduring  forever: 
the  judgments  of  the  LORD  are  true  and  righteous 
altogether. 

More  to  be  desired  are  they  than  gold,  yea,  than 
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much  fine  gold  :  sweeter  also  than  honey  and  the 
honeycomb. 

Moreover  by  them  is  thy  servant  warned  :  and  in 
keeping  of  them  there  is  great  reward. 

Who  can  understand  his  errors?  cleanse  thou  me 
from  secret  faults. 

Keep  back  thy  servant  also  from  presumptuous 
sins;  let  them  not  have  dominion  over  me:  then 
shall  I  be  upright,  and  I  shall  be  innocent  from  the 
great  transgression. 

Let  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the  meditation 
of  my  heart,  be  acceptable  in  thy  sight,  O  LORD, 
my  strength,  and  my  redeemer. 

FBOM  PSALM  119.  97. 

f~\  HOW  love  I  thy  law  1  it  is  my  meditation  all 
>T  the  day. 

Thou  through  thy  commandments  hast  made 
me  wiser  than  mine  enemies :  for  they  are  ever 
with  me. 

I  have  more  understanding  than  all  my  teachers : 
for  thy  testimonies  are  my  meditation. 

I  understand  more  than  the  ancients,  because  I 
keep  thy  precepts. 

I  have  refrained  my  feet  from  every  evil  way,  that 
I  might  keep  thy  word. 

I  have  not  departed  from  thy  judgments:  for 
thou  hast  taught  me. 

How  sweet  are  thy  words  unto  my  taste !  yea, 
sweeter  than  honey  to  my  mouth. 

Through  thy  precepts  I  get  understanding :  there- 
fore I  hate  every  false  way.

""THE  LORD  is  my  shepherd  ;  I  shall  not  want. 

He  maketh  me  to  lie  down  in  green  pastures :

He  restoreth  my  soul :  he  leadeth  me  in  the  paths 
of  righteousness  for  his  name's  sake. 

Yea,  thou  I  walk  through  the  valley  of  the  shadow 
of  death,  I  will  fear  no  evil:  for  thou  art  with  me;

Thou  crownest  the  year  with  thy  goodness ;  and 
thy  paths  drop  fatness. 

They  drop  upon  the  pastures  of  the  wilderness :

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He  setteth  an  end  to  darkness,  and  searcheth 
out  all  perfection :  the  stones  of  darkness,  and  the 
shadow  of  death.

The  gold  and  the  crystal  cannot  equal  it :  and  the 
exchange  of  it  shall  not  be  for  jewels  of  fine  gold.

No  mention  shall  be  made  of  coral,  or  of  pearls  : 
for  the  price  of  wisdom  is  above  rubies. 

The  topaz  of  Ethiopia  shall  not  equal  it,  neither 
shall  it  be  valued  with  pure  gold. 

Whence  then  cometh  wisdom  ?  and  where  is  the 
place  of  understanding? 

Seeing  it  is  hid  from  the  eyes  of  all  living,  and 
kept  close  from  the  fowls  of  the  air. 

Destruction  and  death  say,  We  have  heard  the 
fame  thereof  with  our  ears. 

God  understandeth  the  way  thereof,  and  he  know- 
eth  the  place  thereof. 

For  he  looketh  to  the  ends  of  the  earth,  and  seeth 
under  the  whole  heaven  ; 

To  make  the  weight  for  the  winds  ;  and  he  weigh- 
eth  the  waters  by  measure. 

When  he  made  a  decree  for  the  rain,  and  a  way 
for  the  lightning  of  the  thunder; 

Then  did  he  see  it,  and  declare  it  ;  he  prepared 
it,  yea,  and  searched  it  out. 

And  unto  man  he  said,  Behold,  the  fear  of  the 
Lord,  that  is  wisdom  ;  and  to  depart  from  evil  is 
understanding.

She  standeth  in  the  top  of  high  places,  by  the 
way  in  the  places  of  the  paths. 

She  crieth  at  the  gates,  at  the  entry  of  the  city,  at 
the  coming  in  at  the  doors  : 

Unto  you,  O  men,  I  call ;  and  my  voice  is  to  the 
sons  of  man. 

0  ye  simple,  understand  wisdom :  and,  ye  fools, 
be  ye  of  an  understanding  heart. 

Hear ;  for  I  will  speak  of  excellent  things ;  and 
the  opening  of  my  lips  shall  be  right  things.

Speak  ye  comfortably  to  Jerusalem,  and  cry  unto 
her,  that  her  warfare  is  accomplished,  that  her  in- 
iquity is  pardoned :  for  she  hath  received  of  the 
LORD'S  hand  double  for  all  her  sins. 

The  voice  of  him  that  crieth  in  the  wilderness, 
Prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  LORD,  make  straight  in 
the  desert  a  highway  for  our  God. 

Every  valley  shall  be  exalted,  and  every  mountain 
and  hill  shall  be  made  low :  and  the  crooked  shall 
be  made  straight,  and  the  rough  places  plain  : 

And  the  glory  of  the  LORD  shall  be  revealed,  snd 
all  flesh  shall  see  it  together :  for  the  mouth  of  the 
LORD  hath  spoken  it. 

The  voice  said,  Cry.  And  he  said,  What  shall  I 
cry?  All  flesh  is  grass,  and  all  the  goodliness  thereof 
is  as  the  flower  of  the  field: 

The  grass  withereth,  the  flower  fadeth ;  because 
the  spirit  of  the  LORD  bloweth  upon  it:  surely  the 
people  is  grass. 

The  grass  withereth,  the  flower  fadeth:  but  the 
word  of  our  God  shall  stand  forever. 

Why  sayest  thou,  O  Jacob,  and  speakest,  O  Israel, 
My  way  is  hid  from  the  LORD,  and  my  judgment  is 
passed  over  from  my  God  ? 

Hast  thou  not  known  ?  hast  thou  not  heard,  that 
the  everlasting  God,  the  LORD,  the  Creator  of  the 
ends  of  the  earth,  fainteth  not,  neither  is  weary? 
there  is  no  searching  of  his  understanding/ 
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He  giveth  power  to  the  faint ;  and  to  them  that 
have  no  might  he  increaseth  strength. 

Even  the  youths  shall  faint  and  be  weary,  and  the 
young  men  shall  utterly  fall: 

But  they  that  wait  upon  the  LORD  shall  renew 
their  strength ;  they  shall  mount  up  with  wings  as 
eagles ;  they  shall  run,  and  not  be  weary ;  and  they 
shall  walk,  and  not  faint.

A  WAKE,  awake,  put  on  thy  strength,  O  Zion ; 
•*"*•  put  on  thy  beautiful  garments,  O  Jerusalem, 
the  holy  city:  for  henceforth  there  shall  no  more 
come  into  thee  the  uncircumcised  and  the  unclean. 

Shake  thyself  from  the  dust ;  arise,  and  sit  down, 
O  Jerusalem :  loose  thyself  from  the  bands  of  thy 
neck,  O  captive  daughter  of  Zion. 

For  thus  saith  the  LORD,  Ye  have  sold  yourselves 
for  nought;  and  ye  shall  be  redeemed  without 
money. 

For  thus  saith  the  Lord  GOD,  My  people  went 
down  aforetime  into  Egypt  to  sojourn  there ;  and 
the  Assyrian  oppressed  them  without  cause. 

Now  therefore,  what  have  I  here,  saith  the  LORD, 
that  my  people  is  taken  away  for  nought?  they 
that  rule  over  them  make  them  to  howl,  saith  the 
LORD ;  and  my  name  continually  every  day  is  blas- 
phemed. 

Therefore  my  people  shall  know  my  name :  there- 
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fore  they  shall  know  in  that  day  that  I  am  he  that 
doth  speak :  behold,  it  is  I. 

How  beautiful  upon  the  mountains  are  the  feet 
of  him  that  bringeth  good  tidings,  that  publisheth 
peace;  that  bringeth  good  tidings  of  good,  that 
publisheth  salvation;  that  saith  unto  Zion,  Thy  God 
reigneth  1 

Thy  watchmen  shall  lift  up  the  voice  ;  with  the 
voice  together  shall  they  sing:  for  they  shall  see 
eye  to  eye,  when  the  LORD  shall  bring  again  Zion. 

Break  forth  into  joy,  sing  together,  ye  waste 
places  of  Jerusalem :  for  the  LORD  hath  comforted 
:his  people,  he  hath  redeemed  Jerusalem. 

The  LORD  hath  made  bare  his  holy  arm  in  the 
eyes  of  all  the  nations;  and  all  the  ends  of  the  earth 
shall  see  the  salvation  of  our  God. 

Depart  ye,  depart  ye,  go  ye  out  from  thence, 
touch  no  unclean  thing ;  go  ye  out  of  the  midst  of 
her;  be  ye  clean,  that  bear  the  vessels  of  the 
LORD. 

For  ye  shall  not  go  out  with  haste,  nor  go  by 
flight :  for  the  LORD  will  go  before  you  ;  and  the 
God  of  Israel  will  be  your  rearward. 

Behold,  my  servant  shall  deal  prudently,  he  shall 
be  exalted  and  extolled,  and  be  very  high. 

As  many  were  astonied  at  thee ;  his  visage  was 
so  marred  more  than  any  man,  and  his  form  more 
than  the  sons  of  men : 

So  shall  he  sprinkle  many  nations;  the  kings 
shall  shut  their  mouths  at  him  :  for  that  which  had 
not  been  told  them  shall  they  see ;  and  that  which 
they  had  not  heard  shall  they  consider. 
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Selection  Nineteenth 
ISAIAH  53. 

\17HO  hath  believed  our  report?  and  to  whom  is 
the  arm  of  the  LORD  revealed  ? 

For  he  shall  grow  up  before  him  as  a  tender  plant, 
and  as  a  root  out  of  a  dry  ground :  he  hath  no  form 
nor  comeliness ;  and  when  we  shall  see  him,  there  is 
no  beauty  that  we  should  desire  him. 

He  is  despised  and  rejected  of  men ;  a  man  of 
sorrows,  and  acquainted  with  grief:  and  we  hid  as 
it  were  our  faces  from  him ;  he  was  despised,  and 
we  esteemed  him  not. 

Surely  he  hath  borne  our  griefs,  and  carried  our 
sorrows :  yet  we  did  esteem  him  stricken,  smitten 
of  God,  and  afflicted. 

But  he  was  wounded  for  our  transgressions,  he 
was  bruised  for  our  iniquities :  the  chastisement  of 
our  peace  was  upon  him ;  and  with  his  stripes  we 
are  healed. 

All  we  like  sheep  have  gone  astray;  we  have 
turned  every  one  to  his  own  way ;  and  the  LORD 
hath  laid  on  him  the  iniquity  of  us  all. 

He  was  oppressed,  and  he  was  afflicted,  yet  he 
opened  not  his  mouth :  he  is  brought  as  a  lamb  to 
the  slaughter,  and  as  a  sheep  before  her  shearers  is 
dumb,  so  he  openeth  not  his  mouth. 

He  was  taken  from  prison  and  from  judgment : 
and  who  shall  declare  his  generation?  for  he  was 
cut  off  out  of  the  land  of  the  living :  for  the  trans- 
gression of  my  people  was  he  stricken. 

And  he  made  his  grave  with  the  wicked,  and

with  the  rich  in  his  death  ;  because  he  had  done  no 
violence,  neither  was  any  deceit  in  his  mouth. 

Yet  it  pleased  the  LORD  to  bruise  him  ;  he  hath 
put  him  to  grief:  when  thou  shalt  make  his  soul  an 
offering  for  sin,  he  shall  see  his  seed,  he  shall  pro- 
long his  days,  and  the  pleasure  of  the  LORD  shall 
prosper  in  his  hand. 

He  shall  see  of  the  travail  of  his  soul,  and  shall 
be  satisfied  :  by  his  knowledge  shall  my  righteous 
servant  justify  many;  for  he  shall  bear  their  in- 
iquities. 

Therefore  will  I  divide  him  a  portion  with  the 
great,  and  he  shall  divide  the  spoil  with  the  strong; 
because  he  hath  poured  out  his  soul  unto  death  : 
and  he  was  numbered  with  the  transgressors;  and 
he  bare  the  sin  of  many,  and  made  intercession  for 
the  transgressors.

LJO,  every  one  that  thirsteth,  come  ye  to  the 
•*•  *•  waters,  and  he  that  hath  no  money;  come  ye, 
buy,  and  eat  ;  yea,  come,  buy  wine  and  milk  with- 
out money  and  without  price. 

Wherefore  do  ye  spend  money  for  that  which  is 
not  bread  ?  and  your  labor  for  that  which  satisfieth 
not?  hearken  diligently  unto  me,  and  eat  ye  that 
which  is  good,  and  let  your  soul  delight  itself  in 
fatness. 

Incline  your  ear,  and  come  unto  me  :  hear,  and 
your  soul  shall  live  ;  and  I  will  make  an  everlast- 
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ing  covenant  with  you,  even  the  sure  mercies  of 
David. 

Behold,  I  have  given  him  for  a  witness  to  the 
people,  a  leader  and  commander  to  the  people. 

Behold,  thou  shalt  call  a  nation  that  thou  know- 
est  not,  and  nations  that  knew  not  thee  shall  run 
unto  thee,  because  of  the  LORD  thy  God,  and  for 
the  Holy  One  of  Israel ;  for  he  hath  glorified  thee. 

Seek  ye  the  LORD  while  he  may  be  found,  call  ye 
upon  him  while  he  is  near: 

Let  the  wicked  forsake  his  way,  and  the  unright- 
eous man  his  thoughts:  and  let  him  return  unto 
the  LORD,  and  he  will  have  mercy  upon  him  ;  and 
to  our  God,  for  he  will  abundantly  pardon. 

For  my  thoughts  are  not  your  thoughts,  neither 
are  your  ways  my  ways,  saith  the  LORD. 

For  as  the  heavens  are  higher  than  the  earth,  so 
are  my  ways  higher  than  your  ways,  and  my  thoughts 
than  your  thoughts. 

For  as  the  rain  cometh  down,  and  the  snow  from 
heaven,  and  returneth  not  thither,  but  watereth  the 
earth,  and  maketh  it  bring  forth  and  bud,  that  it 
may  give  seed  to  the  sower,  and  bread  to  the  eater: 

So  shall  my  word  be  that  goeth  forth  out  of  my 
mouth :  it  shall  not  return  unto  me  void,  but  it 
shall  accomplish  that  which  I  please,  and  it  shall 
prosper  in  the  thing  whereto  I  sent  it. 

For  ye  shall  go  out  with  joy,  and  be  led  forth 
with  peace  :  the  mountains  and  the  hills  shall  break 
forth  before  you  into  singing,  and  all  the  trees  of 
the  field  shall  clap  their  hands. 

Instead  of  the  thorn  shall  come  up  the  fir-tree, 
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and  instead  of  the  brier  shall  come  up  the  myrtle- 
tree  :  and  it  shall  be  to  the  LORD  for  a  name,  for 
an  everlasting  sign  that  shall  not  be  cut  off.

A  RISE,   shine;  for  thy  light   is  come,  and  the 
**  glory  of  the  LORD  is  risen  upon  thee. 

For,  behold,  the  darkness  shall  cover  the  earth, 
and  gross  darkness  the  people :  but  the  LORD 
shall  arise  upon  thee,  and  his  glory  shall  be  seen 
upon  thee. 

And  the  Gentiles  shall  come  to  thy  light,  and 
kings  to  the  brightness  of  thy  rising. 

Lift  up  thine  eyes  round  about,  and  see  :  all  they 
gather  themselves  together,  they  come  to  thee:  thy 
sons  shall  come  from  far,  and  thy  daughters  shall 
be  nursed  at  thy  side. 

Then  thou  shalt  see,  and  flow  together,  and  thine 
heart  shall  fear,  and  be  enlarged  ;  because  the  abun- 
dance of  the  sea  shall  be  converted  unto  thee,  the 
forces  of  the  Gentiles  shall  come  unto  thee. 

The  multitude  of  camels  shall  cover  thee,  the 
dromedaries  of  Midian  and  Ephah ;  all  they  from 
Sheba  shall  come:  they  shall  bring  gold  and  in- 
cense ;  and  they  shall  show  forth  the  praises  of  the 
LORD. 

All  the  flocks  of  Kedar  shall  be  gathered  together 
unto  thee,  the  rams  of  Nebaioth  shall  minister  unto 
thee :  they  shall  come  up  with  acceptance  on  mine 
altar,  and  I  will  glorify  the  house  of  my  glory. 
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Who  are  these  that  fly  as  a  cloud,  and  as  the 
doves  to  their  windows? 

Surely  the  isles  shall  wait  for  me,  and  the  ships  of 
Tarshish  first,  to  bring  thy  sons  from  far,  their  sil- 
ver and  their  gold  with  them,  unto  the  name  of  the 
LORD  thy  God,  and  to  the  Holy  One  of  Israel,  be- 
cause he  hath  glorified  thee. 

And  the  sons  of  strangers  shall  build  up  thy  walls, 
and  their  kings  shall  minister  unto  thee :  for  in  my 
wrath  I  smote  thee,  but  in  my  favor  have  I  had 
mercy  on  thee. 

Therefore  thy  gates  shall  be  open  continually; 
they  shall  not  be  shut  day  nor  night ;  that  men  may 
bring  unto  thee  the  forces  of  the  Gentiles,  and  that 
their  kings  may  be  brought. 

For  the  nation  and  kingdom  that  will  not  serve 
thee  shall  perish ;  yea,  those  nations  shall  be  ut- 
terly wasted. 

The  glory  of  Lebanon  shall  come  unto  thee,  the 
fir-tree,  the  pine-tree,  and  the  box  together,  to 
beautify  the  place  of  my  sanctuary;  and  I  will 
make  the  place  of  my  feet  glorious. 

The  sons  also  of  them  that  afflicted  thee  shall  come 
bending  unto  thee ;  and  all  they  that  despised  thee 
shall  bow  themselves  down  at  the  soles  of  thy  feet ; 
and  they  shall  call  thee,  The  city  of  the  LORD, 
The  Zion  of  the  Holy  One  of  Israel. 

Whereas  thou  hast  been  forsaken  and  hated,  so 
that  no  man  went  through  thee,  I  will  make  thee 
an  eternal  excellency,  a  joy  of  many  generations. 

Thou  shaltalso  suck  the  milk  of  the  Gentiles,  and 
shalt  suck  the  breast  of  kings :  and  thou  shalt  know 
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that  I  the  LORD  am  thy  Saviour  and  thy  Redeemer, 
the  Mighty  One  of  Jacob. 

For  brass  I  will  bring  gold,  and  for  iron  I  will 
bring  silver,  and  for  wood  brass,  and  for  stones  iron  : 
I  will  also  make  thy  officers  peace,  and  thine  ex- 
actors righteousness. 

Violence  shall  no  more  be  heard  in  thy  land, 
wasting  nor  destruction  within  thy  borders;  but 
thou  shalt  call  thy  walls  Salvation,  and  thy  gates 
Praise. 

The  sun  shall  be  no  more  thy  light  by  day ; 
neither  for  brightness  shall  the  moon  give  light  unto 
thee :  but  the  LORD  shall  be  unto  thee  an  everlast- 
ing light,  and  thy  God  thy  glory. 

Thy  sun  shall  no  more  go  down ;  neither  shall 
thy  moon  withdraw  itself:  for  the  LORD  shall  be 
thine  everlasting  light,  and  the  days  of  thy  mourn- 
ing shall  be  ended. 

Thy  people  also  shall  be  all  righteous:  they 
shall  inherit  the  land  forever,  the  branch  of  my 
planting,  the  work  of  my  hands,  that  I  may  be 
glorified. 

A  little  one  shall  become  a  thousand,  and  a 
small  one  a  strong  nation  :  I  the  LORD  will  hasten 
it  in  his  time.

A  ND  seeing  the  multitudes,  he  went  up  into  a 
**•  mountain :  and  when  he  was  set,  his  disciples 
came  unto  him : 
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And  he  opened  his  mouth,  and  taught  them, 
saying, 

Blessed  are  the  poor  in  spirit :  for  theirs  is  the 
kingdom  of  heaven. 

Blessed  are  they  that  mourn :  for  they  shall  be 
comforted. 

Blessed  are  the  meek :  for  they  shall  inherit  the 
earth. 

Blessed  are  they  which  do  hunger  and  thirst  after 
righteousness  :  for  they  shall  be  filled. 

Blessed  are  the  merciful :  for  they  shall  obtain 
mercy. 

Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart :  for  they  shall  see 
God. 

Blessed  are  the  peace-makers :  for  they  shall  be 
called  the  children  of  God. 

Blessed  are  they  which  are  persecuted  for  right- 
eousness' sake  :  for  theirs  is  the  kingdom  of 
heaven. 

Blessed  are  ye,  when  men  shall  revile  you,  and 
persecute  you,  and  shall  say  all  manner  of  evil 
against  you  falsely,  for  my  sake. 

Rejoice,  and  be  exceeding  glad :  for  great  is 
your  reward  in  heaven :  for  so  persecuted  they  the 
prophets  which  were  before  you. 

Ye  are  the  salt  of  the  earth  :  but  if  the  salt  have 
lost  his  savor,  wherewith  shall  it  be  salted  ?  it  is 
thenceforth  good  for  nothing,  but  to  be  cast  out, 
and  to  be  trodden  under  foot  of  men. 

Ye  are  the  light  of  the  world.  A  city  that  is  set 
on  a  hill  cannot  be  hid. 

Neither  do  men  light  a  candle,  and  put  it  under 
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a  bushel,  but  on  a  candlestick ;  and  it  giveth  light 
unto  all  that  are  in  the  house. 

Let  your  light  so  shine  before  men,  that  they 
may  see  your  good  works,  and  glorify  your  Father 
which  is  in  heaven. 

Ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said,  Thou  shalt 
love  thy  neighbor,  and  hate  thine  enemy. 

But  I  say  unto  you,  Love  your  enemies,  bless 
them  that  curse  you,  do  good  to  them  that  hate 
you,  and  pray  for  them  which  despitefully  use  you, 
and  persecute  you ; 

That  ye  may  be  the  children  of  your  Father 
which  is  in  heaven :  for  he  maketh  his  sun  to  rise 
on  the  evil  and  on  the  good,  and  sendeth  rain  on 
the  just  and  on  the  unjust. 

For  if  ye  love  them  which  love  you,  what  reward 
have  ye  ?  do  not  even  the  publicans  the  same  ? 

And  if  ye  salute  your  brethren  only,  what  do  ye 
more  than  others?  do  not  even  the  publicans  so? 

Be  ye  therefore  perfect,  even  as  your  Father 
which  is  in  heaven  is  perfect.

ST.  JOHN  14.  1-27. 

T  ET  not  your  heart  be  troubled :  ye  believe  in 
•*-'  God,  believe  also  in  me. 

In  my  Father's  house  are  many  mansions :  if  it 
were  not  so,  I  would  have  told  you.  I  go  to  pre- 
pare a  place  for  you. 

And  if  I  go  and  prepare  a  place  for  you,  I  will 
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come  again,  and  receive  you  unto  myself;  that 
where  I  am,  there  ye  may  be  also. 

And  whither  I  go  ye  know,  and  the  way  ye  know. 

Thomas  saith  unto  him,  Lord,  we  know  not 
whither  thou  goest ;  and  how  can  we  know  the 
way? 

Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I  am  the  way,  the  truth, 
and  the  life:  no  man  cometh  unto  the  Father,  but 
by  me. 

If  ye  had  known  me,  ye  should  have  known  my 
Father  also  :  and  from  henceforth  ye  know  him,  and 
have  seen  him. 

Philip  saith  unto  him,  Lord,  show  us  the  Father, 
and  it  sufficeth  us. 

Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Have  I  been  so  long  time 
with  you,  and  yet  hast  thou  not  known  me,  Philip  ? 
he  that  hath  seen  me  hath  seen  the  Father ;  and 
how  sayest  thou  then,  Show  us  the  Father? 

Believest  thou  not  that  I  am  in  the  Father,  and 
the  Father  in  me?  the  words  that  I  speak  unto 
you  I  speak  not  of  myself:  but  the  Father  that 
dwelleth  in  me,  he  doeth  the  works. 

Believe  me  that  I  am  in  the  Father,  and  the 
Father  in  me :  or  else  believe  me  for  the  very  works' 
sake. 

Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  He  that  believeth 
on  me,  the  works  that  I  do  shall  he  do  also ;  and 
greater  works  than  these  shall  he  do ;  because  I  go 
unto  my  Father. 

And  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  my  name,  that 
will  I  do,  that  the  Father  may  be  glorified  in  the 
Son. 
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If  ye  shall  ask  any  thing  in  my  name,  I  will  do  it. 
If  ye  love  me,  keep  my  commandments. 

And  I  will  pray  the  Father,  and  he  shall  give 
you  another  Comforter,  that  he  may  abide  with  you 
forever ; 

Even  the  Spirit  of  truth ;  whom  the  world  can- 
not receive,  because  it  seeth  him  not,  neither 
knoweth  him  :  but  ye  know  him ;  for  he  dwelleth 
with  you,  and  shall  be  in  you. 

I  will  not  leave  you  comfortless :  I  will  come  to 
you. 

Yet  a  little  while,  and  the  world  seeth  me  no 
more ;  but  ye  see  me :  because  I  live,  ye  shall  live 
also. 

At  that  day  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  in  my 
Father,  and  ye  in  me,  and  I  in  you. 

He  that  hath  my  commandments,  and  keepeth 
them,  he  it  is  that  loveth  me : 

And  he  that  loveth  me  shall  be  loved  of  my 
Father,  and  I  will  love  him,  and  will  manifest  my- 
self to  him. 

Judas  saith  unto  him,  not  Iscariot,  Lord,  how  is 
it  that  thou  wilt  manifest  thyself  unto  us,  and  not 
unto  the  world  ? 

Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  If  a  man  love 
me,  he  will  keep  my  words :  and  my  Father  will 
love  him,  and  we  will  come  unto  him,  and  make 
our  abode  with  him. 

He  that  loveth  me  not  keepeth  not  my  sayings : 
and  the  word  which  ye  hear  is  not  mine,  but  the 
Father's  which  sent  me. 

These  things  have  I  spoken  unto  you,  being  yet 
present  with  you. 
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But  the  Comforter,  which  is  the  Holy  Ghost, 
whom  the  Father  will  send  in  my  name,  he  shall 
teach  you  all  things,  and  bring  all  things  to  your 
remembrance,  whatsoever  I  have  said  unto  you. 

Peace  I  leave  with  you,  my  peace  I  give  unto 
you:  not  as  the  world  giveth,  give  I  unto  you. 
Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled,  neither  let  it  be 
afraid.

ROMANS  8.  1-4,  14-18,  35-39. 
TPHERE   is  therefore  now  no  condemnation   to 
*    them  which  are  in  Christ  Jesus,  who  walk  not 
after  the  flesh,  but  after  the  Spirit. 

For  the  law  of  the  Spirit  of  life  in  Christ  Jesus 
hath  made  me  free  from  the  law  of  sin  and  death. 

For  what  the  law  could  not  do,  in  that  it  was 
weak  through  the  flesh,  God  sending  his  own  Son 
in  the  likeness  of  sinful  flesh,  and  for  sin,  con- 
demned sin  in  the  flesh : 

That  the  righteousness  of  the  law  might  be  ful- 
filled in  us,  who  walk  not  after  the  flesh,  but  after 
the  Spirit. 

For  as  many  as  are  led  by  the  Spirit  of  God, 
they  are  the  sons  of  God. 

For  ye  have  not  received  the  spirit  of  bondage 
again  to  fear;  but  ye  have  received  the  Spirit  of 
adoption,  whereby  we  cry,  Abba,  Father. 

The  Spirit  itself  beareth  witness  with  our  spirit, 
that  we  are  the  children  of  God : 

And  if  children,  then  heirs ;  heirs  of  God,  and 

18—16 
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joint  heirs  with  Christ ;  if  so  be  that  we  suffer  with 
him,  that  we  may  be  also  glorified  together. 

For  I  reckon  that  the  sufferings  of  this  present 
time  are  not  worthy  to  be  compared  with  the  glory 
which  shall  be  revealed  in  us. 

Who  shall  separate  us  from  the  love  of  Christ  ? 
shall  tribulation,  or  distress,  or  persecution,  or 
famine,  or  nakedness,  or  peril,  or  sword  ? 

As  it  is  written,  For  thy  sake  we  are  killed  all  the 
day  long;  we  are  accounted  as  sheep  for  the  slaughter. 

Nay,  in  all  these  things  we  are  more  than  con- 
querors through  him  that  loved  us. 

For  I  am  persuaded,  that  neither  death,  nor  life, 
nor  angels,  nor  principalities,  nor  powers,  nor  things 
present,  nor  things  to  come, 

Nor  height,  nor  depth,  nor  any  other  creature, 
shall  be  able  to  separate  us  from  the  love  of  God, 
which  is  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 

REVELATION  7.  9-17. 

A  FTER  this  I  beheld,  and,  lo,  a  great  multitude, 
**  which  no  man  could  number,  of  all  nations, 
and  kindreds,  and  people,  and  tongues,  stood  before 
the  throne,  and  before  the  Lamb,  clothed  with  white 
robes,  and  palms  in  their  hands ; 

And  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  Salvation  to 
our  God  which  sitteth  upon  the  throne,  and  unto 
the  Lamb. 

And  all  the  angels  stood  round  about  the  throne, 
and  about  the  elders  and  the  four  beasts,  and  fell  be- 
fore the  throne  on  their  faces,  and  worshiped  God, 
saying,  Amen : 
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Blessing,  and  glory,  and  wisdom,  and  thanksgiv- 
ing, and  honor,  and  power,  and  might,  be  unto  our 
God  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 

And  one  of  the  elders  answered,  saying  unto  me, 
What  are  these  which  are  arrayed  in  white  robes  ? 
and  whence  came  they? 

And  I  said  unto  him,  Sir,  thou  knowest.  And 
he  said  to  me,  These  are  they  which  came  out  of 
great  tribulation,  and  have  washed  their  robes,  and 
made  them  white  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb. 

Therefore  are  they  before  the  throne  of  God, 
and  serve  him  day  and  night  in  his  temple  :  and 
he  that  sitteth  on  the  throne  shall  dwell  among 
them. 

They  shall  hunger  no  more,  neither  thirst  any 
more ;  neither  shall  the  sun  light  on  them,  nor  any 
heat. 

For  the  Lamb  which  is  in  the  midst  of  the  throne 
shall  feed  them,  and  shall  lead  them  unto  living 
fountains  of  waters :  and  God  shall  wipe  away  all 
tears  from  their  eyes.

ST.  JOHN  15.  1,  2,  8-17. 

T  AM  the  true  vine,  and  my  Father  is  the  hus- 
*  bandman. 

Every  branch  in  me  that  beareth  not  fruit  he 
taketh  away :  and  every  branch  that  beareth  fruit, 
he  purgeth  it,  that  it  may  bring  forth  more  fruit. 

Herein  is  my  Father  glorified,  that  ye  bear  much 
fruit ;  so  shall  ye  be  my  disciples. 
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As  the  Father  hath  loved  me,  so  have  I  loved 
you  :  continue  ye  in  my  love. 

If  ye  keep  my  commandments,  ye  shall  abide  in 
my  love ;  even  as  I  have  kept  my  Father's  com- 
mandments, and  abide  in  his  love. 

These  things  have  I  spoken  unto  you,  that  my 
joy  might  remain  in  you,  and  that  your  joy  might 
be  full. 

This  is  my  commandment,  That  ye  love  one  an- 
other, as  I  have  loved  yo-u. 

Greater  love  hath  no  man  than  this,  that  a  man 
lay  down  his  life  for  his  friends. 

Ye  are  my  friends,  if  ye  do  whatsoever  I  command 
you. 

Henceforth  I  call  you  not  servants  ;  for  the  serv- 
ant knoweth  not  what  his  lord  doeth  :  but  I  have 
called  you  friends ;  for  all  things  that  I  have  heard 
of  my  Father  I  have  made  known  unto  you. 

Ye  have  not  chosen  me,  but  I  have  chosen  you, 
and  ordained  you,  that  ye  should  go  and  bring  forth 
fruit,  and  that  your  fruit  should  remain  ;  that  what- 
soever ye  shall  ask  of  the  Father  in  my  name,  he 
may  give  it  you. 

These  things  I  command  you,  that  ye  love  one 
another. 

1  CORINTHIANS  13. 

THROUGH  I  speak  with  the  tongues  of  men  and 
*     of  angels,  and  have  not  charity,  I  am  become 
as  sounding  brass,  or  a  tinkling  cymbal. 

And  though  I  have  the  gift  of  prophecy,  and  un- 
derstand all  mysteries,  and  all  knowledge ;  and 
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though  I  have  all  faith,  so  that  I  could  remove 
mountains,  and  have  not  chanty,  I  am  nothing. 

And  though  I  bestow  all  my  goods  to  feed  the 
poor,  and  though  I  give  my  body  to  be  burned,  and 
have  not  charity,  it  profiteth  me  nothing. 

Charity  suffereth  long,  and  is  kind  ;  charity  en- 
vieth  not ;  charity  vaunteth  not  itself,  is  not  puffed 
up, 

Doth  not  behave  itself  unseemly,  seeketh  not  her 
own,  is  not  easily  provoked,  thinketh  no  evil ; 

Rejoiceth  not  in  iniquity,  but  rejoiceth  in  the 
truth  ; 

Beareth  all  things,  believeth  all  things,  hopeth  all 
things,  endureth  all  things. 

Charity  never  faileth  :  but  whether  there  be  proph- 
ecies, they  shall  fail  ;  whether  there  be  tongues,  they 
shall  cease  ;  whether  there  be  knowledge,  it  shall 
vanish  away. 

For  we  know  in  part,  and  we  prophesy  in  part. 

But  when  that  which  is  perfect  is  come,  then  that 
which  is  in  part  shall  be  done  away. 

When  I  was  a  child,  I  spake  as  a  child,  I  under- 
stood as  a  child,  I  thought  as  a  child  :  but  when  I 
became  a  man,  I  put  away  childish  things. 

For  now  we  see  through  a  glass,  darkly  ;  but  then 
face  to  face :  now  I  know  in  part ;  but  then  shall  I 
know  even  as  also  I  am  known. 

And  now  abideth  faith,  hope,  chanty,  these  three  ; 
but  the  greatest  of  these  is  charity. 
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Selection 

1  JOHN  3.  1-3. 

DEHOLD,  what  manner  of  love  the  Father  hath 
*-*  bestowed  upon  us,  that  we  should  be  called  the 
sons  of  God  :  therefore  the  world  knoweth  us  not, 
because  it  knew  him  not. 

Beloved,  now  are  we  the  sons  of  God,  and  it  doth 
not  yet  appear  what  we  shall  be  :  but  we  know  that, 
when  he  shall  appear,  we  shall  be  like  him  ;  for  we 
shall  see  him  as  he  is. 

And  every  man  that  hath  this  hope  in  him  puri- 
fieth  himself,  even  as  he  is  pure. 

FBOM  2  CORINTHIANS  4.  16. 

"COR  which  cause  we  faint  not;  but  though  our 
•*•  outward  man  perish,  yet  the  inward  man  is 
renewed  day  by  day. 

For  our  light  affliction,  which  is  but  for  a  mo- 
ment, worketh  for  us  a  far  more  exceeding  and 
eternal  weight  of  glory  ; 

While  we  look  not  at  the  things  which  are  seen, 
but  at  the  things  which  are  not  seen  :  for  the  things 
which  are  seen  are  temporal  ;  but  the  things  which 
are  not  seen  are  eternal. 

For  we  know  that,  if  our  earthly  house  of  this 
tabernacle  were  dissolved,  we  have  a  building  of 
God,  a  house  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the 
heavens. 

FEOM  REVELATION  21. 

A  ND  I  saw  a  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth  :  for 
•**•  the  first  heaven  and  the  first  earth  were  passed 
away  ;  and  there  was  no  more  sea. 
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And  I  John  saw  the  holy  city,  new  Jerusalem, 
coming  down  from  God  out  of  heaven,  prepared  as 
a  bride  adorned  for  her  husband. 

And  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of  heaven  saying, 
Behold,  the  tabernacle  of  God  is  with  men,  and  he 
will  dwell  with  them,  and  they  shall  be  his  people, 
and  God  himself  shall  be  with  them,  and  be  their 
God. 

And  God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from  their 
eyes  ;  and  there  shall  be  no  more  death,  neither  sor- 
row, nor  crying,  neither  shall  there  be  any  more 
pain  :  for  the  former  things  are  passed  away. 

And  he  that  sat  upon  the  throne  said,  Behold,  I 
make  all  things  new.  And  he  said  unto  me,  Write : 
for  these  words  are  true  and  faithful. 

And  he  said  unto  me,  It  is  done.  I  am  Alpha 
and  Omega,  the  beginning  and  the  end.  I  will  give 
unto  him  that  is  athirst  of  the  fountain  of  the  water 
of  life  freely. 

He  that  overcometh  shall  inherit  all  things  ;  and 
I  will  be  his  God,  and  he  shall  be  my  son. 

But  the  fearful,  and  unbelieving,  and  the  abomi- 
nable, and  murderers,  and  whoremongers,  and  sorcer- 
ers, and  idolaters,  and  all  liars,  shall  have  their  part 
in  the  lake  which  burneth  with  fire  and  brimstone : 
which  is  the  second  death. 

And  there  came  unto  me  one  of  the  seven  angels 
which  had  the  seven  vials  full  of  the  seven  last 
plagues,  and  talked  with  me,  saying,  Come  hither,  I 
will  show  thee  the  bride,  the  Lamb's  wife. 

And  he  carried  me  away  in  the  spirit  to  a  great 
and  high  mountain,  and  showed  me  that  great  city, 
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the  holy  Jerusalem,  descending  out  of  heaven  from 
God, 

Having  the  glory  of  God :  and  her  light  was  like 
unto  a  stone  most  precious,  even  like  a  jasper  stone, 
clear  as  crystal ; 

And  I  saw  no  temple  therein :  for  the  Lord  God 
Almighty  and  the  Lamb  are  the  temple  of  it. 

And  the  city  had  no  need  of  the  sun,  neither  of 
the  moon,  to  shine  in  it :  for  the  glory  of  God  did 
lighten  it,  and  the  Lamb  is  the  light  thereof. 

And  the  nations  of  them  which  are  saved  shall 
walk  in  the  light  of  it :  and  the  kings  of  the  earth 
do  bring  their  glory  and  honor  into  it. 

And  the  gates  of  it  shall  not  be  shut  at  all  by  day : 
for  there  shall  be  no  night  there. 

And  they  shall  bring  the  glory  and  honor  of  the 
nations  into  it. 

And  there  shall  in  no  wise  enter  into  it  any  thing 
that  defileth,  neither  whatsoever  worketh  abomina- 
tion, or  maketh  a  lie  :  but  they  which  are  written  in 
the  Lamb's  book  of  life.

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REVELATION  22. 

ND  he  showed  me  a  pure  river  of  water  of  life, 
clear  as  crystal,  proceeding  out  of  the  throne 
of  God  and  of  the  Lamb. 

In  the  midst  of  the  street  of  it,  and  on  either  side 
of  the  river,  was  there  the  tree  of  life,  which  bare 
twelve  manner  of  fruits,  and  yielded  her  fruit  every 
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month :  and  the  leaves  of  the  tree  were  for  the  heal- 
ing of  the  nations. 

And  there  shall  be  no  more  curse:  but  the  throne 
of  God  and  of  the  Lamb  shall  be  in  it ;  and  his 
servants  shall  serve  him : 

And  they  shall  see  his  face ;  and  his  name  shall 
be  in  their  foreheads. 

And  there  shall  be  no  night  there ;  and  they  need 
no  candle,  neither  light  of  the  sun ;  for  the  Lord 
God  giveth  them  light :  and  they  shall  reign  for 
ever  and  ever. 

And  he  said  unto  me,  These  sayings  are  faithful 
and  true :  and  the  Lord  God  of  the  holy  prophets 
sent  his  angel  to  show  unto  his  servants  the  things 
which  must  shortly  be  done. 

Behold,  I  come  quickly :  blessed  is  he  that  keep- 
eth  the  sayings  of  the  prophecy  of  this  book. 

And  I  John  saw  these  things,  and  heard  them. 
And  when  I  had  heard  and  seen,  I  fell  down  to 
worship  before  the  feet  of  the  angel  which  showed 
me  these  things. 

Then  saith  he  unto  me,  See  thou  do  it  not :  for 
I  am  thy  fellow-servant,  and  of  thy  brethren  the 
prophets,  and  of  them  which  keep  the  sayings  of 
this  book :  worship  God. 

And  he  saith  unto  me,  Seal  not  the  sayings  of 
the  prophecy  of  this  book  :  for  the  time  is  at  hand. 

He  that  is  unjust,  let  him  be  unjust  still:  and  he 
which  is  filthy,  let  him  be  filthy  still :  and  he  that 
is  righteous,  let  him  be  righteous  still :  and  he  that 
is  holy,  let  him  be  holy  still. 

And,  behold,  I  come  quickly ;  and  my  reward  is 
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with  me,  to  give  every  man  according  as  his  work 
shall  be. 

I  am  Alpha  and  Omega,  the  beginning  and  the 
end,  the  first  and  the  last. 

Blessed  are  they  that  do  his  commandments,  that 
they  may  have  right  to  the  tree  of  life,  and  may 
enter  in  through  the  gates  into  the  city. 

For  without  are  dogs,  and  sorcerers,  and  whore- 
mongers, and  murderers,  and  idolaters,  and  whoso- 
ever loveth  and  maketh  a  lie. 

I  Jesus  have  sent  mine  angel  to  testify  unto  you 
these  things  in  the  churches.  I  am  the  root  and 
the  offspring  of  David,  and  the  bright  and  morning 
star. 

And  the  Spirit  and  the  bride  say,  Come.  And 
let  him  that  heareth  say,  Come.  And  let  him  that 
is  athirst  come.  And  whosoever  will,  let  him  take 
the  water  of  life  freely. 

For  t  testify  unto  every  man  that  heareth  the 
words  of  the  prophecy  of  this  book,  If  any  man  shall 
add  unto  these  things,  God  shall  add  unto  him  the 
plagues  that  are  written  in  this  book : 

And  if  any  man  shall  take  away  from  the  words 
of  the  book  of  this  prophecy,  God  shall  take  away 
his  part  out  of  the  book  of  life,  and  out  of  the  holy 
city,  and  from  the  things  which  are  written  in  this 
book. 

He  which  testifieth  these  things  saith,  Surely  I 
come  quickly  :  Amen.  Even  so,  come,  Lord 
Jesus. 
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(CHILDREN'S  SERVICE.) 
PSALM  8. 

LORD  our  Lord,  how  excellent  is  thy  name  in 
all  the  earth  !  who  hast  set  thy  glory  above  the 
heavens. 

Out  of  the  mouth  of  babes  and  sucklings  hast 
thou  ordained  strength  because  of  thine  enemies, 
that  thou  mightest  still  the  enemy  and  the  avenger. 

When  I  consider  thy  heavens,  the  work  of  thy 
fingers,  the  moon  and  the  stars,  which  thou  hast 
ordained  ;

ND  Jesus  went  into  the  temple  of  God,  and 
cast  out  all  them  that  sold  and  bought  in  the 
temple,  and  overthrew  the  tables  of  the  money 
changers,  and  the  seats  of  them  that  sold  doves,

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And  said  unto  them,  It  is  written,  My  house  shall 
be  called  the  house  of  prayer ;  but  ye  have  made  it 
a  den  of  thieves. 

And  the  blind  and  the  lame  came  to  him  in  the 
temple ;  and  he  healed  them. 

And  when  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  saw  the 
wonderful  things  that  he  did,  and  the  children  crying 
in  the  temple,  and  saying,  Hosanna  to  the  Son  of 
David ;  they  were  sore  displeased, 

And  said  unto  him,  Hearest  thou  what  these  say? 
And  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Yea;  have  ye  never 
read,  Out  of  the  mouth  of  babes  and  sucklings  thou 
hast  perfected  praise  ? 

ST.  MARK  9.  33-37. 

A  ND  he  came  to  Capernaum :  and  being  in  the 
•**•  house  he  asked  them,  What  was  it  that  ye  dis- 
puted among  yourselves  by  the  way? 

But  they  held  their  peace :  for  by  the  way  they 
had  disputed  among  themselves,  who  should  be  the 
greatest. 

And  he  sat  down,  and  called  the  twelve,  and  saith 
unto  them,  If  any  man  desire  to  be  first,  the  same 
shall  be  last  of  all,  and  servant  of  all. 

And  he  took  a  child,  and  set  him  in  the  midst  of 
them  :  and  when  he  had  taken  him  in  his  arms,  he 
said  unto  them, 

Whosoever  shall  receive  one  of  such  children  in 
my  name,  receiveth  me ;  and  whosoever  shall  re- 
ceive me,  receiveth  not  me,  but  him  that  sent 
me. 
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ST.  MARK  10.  13-16. 

A  ND  they  brought  young  children  to  him,  that 
**  he  should  touch  them ;  and  his  disciples  re- 
buked those  that  brought  them. 

But  when  Jesus  saw  it,  he  was  much  displeased, 
and  said  unto  them,  Suffer  the  little  children  to 
come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not :  for  of  such  is 
the  kingdom  of  God. 

Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Whosoever  shall  not  re- 
ceive the  kingdom  of  God  as  a  little  child,  he  shall 
not  enter  therein. 

And  he  took  them  up  in  his  arms,  put  his  hands 
upon  them,  and  blessed  them.

THE  SABBATH. 

'"THUS  the  heavens  and  the  earth  were  finished, 
and  all  the  host  of  them. 

And  on  the  seventh  day  God  ended  his  work 
which  he  had  made  ;  and  he  rested  on  the  seventh 
day  from  all  his  work  which  he  had  made. 

And  God  blessed  the  seventh  day,  and  sanctified 
it:  because  that  in  it  he  had  rested  from  all  his 
work  which  God  created  and  made.  (Gen.  2.  1-3.) 

A  ND  the  LORD  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak 
•**•  thou  also  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  saying, 
Verily  my  sabbaths  ye  shall  keep : 

For  it  is  a  sign  between  me  and  you  throughout 
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your  generations ;  that  ye  may  know  that  I  am  the 
LORD  that  doth  sanctify  you.  (Exod.  31.  12,  13.) 

DEMEMBER  the  sabbath  day,  to  keep  it 
^  holy. 

Six  days  shalt  thou  labor,  and  do  all  thy  work : 
but  the  seventh  day  is  the  sabbath  of  the  LORD 
thy  God  : 

In  it  thou  shalt  not  do  any  work,  thou,  nor  thy 
son,  nor  thy  daughter,  thy  man-servant,  nor  thy 
maid-servant,  nor  thy  cattle,  nor  thy  stranger  that 
is  within  thy  gates  : 

For  in  six  days  the  LORD  made  heaven  and 
earth,  the  sea,  and  all  that  in  them  is,  and  rest- 
ed the  seventh  day :  wherefore  the  LORD  blessed 
the  sabbath  day,  and  hallowed  it.  (Exod.  20. 
8-1 1.) 

O IX  days  thou  shalt  work,  but  on  the  seventh  day 
^  thou  shalt  rest :  in  earing  time  and  in  harvest 
thou  shalt  rest.  (Exod.  34.  21.) 

"THAT  thy  man-servant  and  thy  maid-servant  may 
rest  as  well  as  thou.     (Deut.  5.  14.) 

HPHAT  thine  ox  and  thine  ass  may  rest,  and  the 
*     son  of  thy  handmaid,  and  the  stranger,  may  be 
refreshed.     (Exod.  23.  12.) 

'"THUS  saith  the  LORD  ;  Take  heed  to  yourselves, 
and  bear  no  burden  on  the  sabbath  day,  nor 
bring  it  in  by  the  gates  of  Jerusalem  ; 
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Neither  carry  forth  a  burden  out  of  your  houses 
on  the  sabbath  day,  neither  do  ye  any  work,  but 
hallow  ye  the  sabbath  day,  as  I  commanded  your 
fathers.  (Jer.  17.  21,  22.) 

DLESSED  is  the  man  that  doeth  this,  and  the  son 
*-*  of  man  that  layeth  hold  on  it ;  that  keepeth 
the  sabbath  from  polluting  it,  and  keepeth  his  hand 
from  doing  any  evil. 

Also  the  sons  of  the  stranger,  that  join  them- 
selves to  the  LORD,  to  serve  him,  and  to  love  the 
name  of  the  LORD,  to  be  his  servants,  every  one 
that  keepeth  the  sabbath  from  polluting  it,  and  tak- 
eth  hold  of  my  covenant ; 

Even  them  will  I  bring  to  my  holy  mountain,  and 
make  them  joyful  in  my  house  of  prayer : 

Their  burnt-offerings  and  their  sacrifices  shall  be 
accepted  upon  mine  altar;  for  mine  house  shall  be 
called  a  house  of  prayer  for  all  people.  (Isa.  56. 
2,  6,  7.) 

SECOND   PART. 

T  F  thou  turn  away  thy  foot  from  the  sabbath,  from 
*  doing  thy  pleasure  on  my  holy  day  ;  and  call  the 
sabbath  a  delight,  the  holy  of  the  LORD,  honorable ; 
and  shalt  honor  him,  not  doing  thine  own  ways,  nor 
finding  thine  own  pleasure,  nor  speaking  thine  own 
words : 

Then  shalt  thou  delight  thyself  in  the  LORD  ; 
and  I  will  cause  thee  to  ride  upon  the  high  places 
of  the  earth,  and  feed  thee  with  the  heritage  of  Ja- 
cob thy  father :  for  the  mouth  of  the  LORD  hath 
spoken  it.  (Isa.  58.  13,  14.) 
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A  ND  they  asked  him,  saying,  Is  it  lawful  to  heal 
**  on  the  sabbath  days?  that  they  might  accuse 
him. 

And  he  said  unto  them,  What  man  shall  there  be 
among  you,  that  shall  have  one  sheep,  and  if  it  fall 
into  a  pit  on  the  sabbath  day,  will  he  not  lay  hold  on 
it,  and  lift  it  out  ? 

How  much  then  is  a  man  better  than  a  sheep  ? 
Wherefore  it  is  lawful  to  do  well  on  the  sabbath  days. 
(Matt.  12.  10-12.) 

A  ND  it  came  to  pass,  that  he  went  through  the 
•**•  corn-fields  on  the  sabbath  day ;  and  his  disci- 
ples began,  as  they  went,  to  pluck  the  ears  of 
corn. 

And  the  Pharisees  said  unto  him,  Behold,  why 
do  they  on  the  sabbath  day  that  which  is  not 
lawful  ? 

And  he  said  unto  them,  Have  ye  never  read  what 
David  did,  when  he  had  need,  and  was  a  hungered, 
he,  and  they  that  were  with  him  ? 

How  he  went  into  the  house  of  God  in  the  days 
of  Abiathar  the  high-priest,  and  did  eat  the  show- 
bread,  which  is  not  lawful  to  eat  but  for  the 
priests,  and  gave  also  to  them  which  were  with 
him  ? 

And  he  said  unto  them,  The  sabbath  was  made 
for  man,  and  not  man  for  the  sabbath  : 

Therefore  the  Son  of  man  is  Lord  also  of  the 
sabbath.  (Mark  2.  23-28.) 
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Selection    QCIjirlicll). 

TEMPERANCE. 

A  ND  I  set  before  the  sons  of  the  house  of  the 
•**•  Rechabites  pots  full  of  wine,  and  cups;  and  I 
said  unto  them,  Drink  ye  wine. 

But  they  said,  We  will  drink  no  wine :  for  Jonadab 
the  son  of  Rechab  our  father  commanded  us,  say- 
ing, Ye  shall  drink  no  wine,  neither  ye,  nor  your 
sons  for  ever.

THE  ORDER  FOR  THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF 

®l)e  Corb's  Supper. 

IT  Whenever  practicable,  let  none  but  the  pure,  unfermented 
juice  of  the  grape  be  used  in  administering  the  Lord's 
Supper. 

1  Let  persons  who  have  scruples  concerning  the  receiving  of 
the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord 's  Supper  kneeling  be  permitted 
to  receive  it  either  standing  or  sitting. 

1T  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Lord's  Supper  among  us 
"who  is  guilty  of  any  practice  for  which  we  would  exclude  a 
member  of  our  Church. 

1  The  Elder  shall  say  one  or  more  of  these  Sentences,  during 
the  reading  of  which  the  Persons  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose shall  receive  the  Alms  for  the  Poor: 

T  ET  your  light  so  shine  before  men,  that  they 
*-'  may  see  your  good  works,  and  glorify  your 
Father  which  is  in  heaven.  (Matt.  5.  16.) 

Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  upon  earth, 
where  moth  and  rust  doth  corrupt,  and  where 
thieves  break  through  and  steal :  but  lay  up  for 
yourselves  treasures  in  heaven,  where  neither  moth 
nor  rust  doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves  do  not 
break  through  nor  steal.  (Matt.  6.  19,  20.) 

Whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should  do  to  you, 
do  ye  even  so  to  them :  for  this  is  the  law  and  the 
prophets.  (Matt.  7.  12.) 

Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  me,  Lord,  Lord, 
shall  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven  ;  but  he  that 
doeth  the  will  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 
(Matt.  7.  21.) 
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Zaccheus  stood,  and  said  unto  the  Lord  ;  Behold, 
Lord,  the  half  of  my  goods  I  give  to  the  poor  ;  and 
if  I  have  taken  any  thing  from  any  man  by  false 
accusation,  I  restore  him  fourfold.  (Luke  19.  8.) 

He  which  soweth  sparingly  shall  reap  also  spar- 
ingly ;  and  he  which  soweth  bountifully  shall  reap 
also  bountifully.  Every  man  according  as  he  pur- 
poseth  in  his  heart,  so  let  him  give ;  not  grudgingly, 
or  of  necessity,  for  God  loveth  a  cheerful  giver. 
(2  Cor.  9.  6,  7.) 

As  we  have  therefore  opportunity,  let  us  do  good 
unto  all  men,  especially  unto  them  who  are  of  the 
household  of  faith.  (Gal.  6.  10.) 

Godliness  with  contentment  is  great  gain  ;  for  we 
brought  nothing  into  this  world,  and  it  is  certain 
we  can  carry  nothing  out.  (i  Tim.  6.  6,  7.) 

Charge  them  that  are  rich  in  this  world,  that  they 
be  not  high-minded,  nor  trust  in  uncertain  riches, 
but  in  the  living  God,  who  giveth  us  richly  all  things 
to  enjoy ;  that  they  do  good,  that  they  be  rich  in 
good  works,  ready  to  distribute,  willing  to  commu- 
nicate ;  laying  up  in  store  for  themselves  a  good 
foundation  against  the  time  to  come,  that  they  may 
lay  hold  on  eternal  life,  (i  Tim.  6.  17-19.) 

God  is  not  unrighteous  to  forget  your  work  and 
labor  of  love,  which  ye  have  showed  toward  his 
name,  in  that  ye  have  ministered  to  the  saints,  and 
do  minister.  (Heb.  6.  10.) 

To  do  good  and  to  communicate  forget  not ;  for 
with  such  sacrifices  God  is  well  pleased.  (Heb. 
13.  16.) 

Whoso  hath   this  world's  good,  and    seeth   his 
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brother  have  need,  and  shutteth  up  his  bowels  of 
compassion  from  him,  how  dwelleth  the  love  of  God 
in  him  ?  (i  John  3.  17.) 

He  that  hath  pity  upon  the  poor  lendeth  unto 
the  Lord  ;  and  that  which  he  hath  given  will  he  pay 
him  again.  (Prov.  19.  17.) 

Blessed  is  he  that  considereth  the  poor :  the  Lord 
will  deliver  him  in  time  of  trouble.  (Psa.  41.  I.) 

Thou  shalt  open  thine  hand  wide  unto  thy 
brother,  to  thy  poor.  (Deut.  15.  II.) 

IT  After  which  the  Elder  shall  give  the  following  Invitation, 
the  People  standing  : 

TF  any  man  sin,  we  have  an  advocate  with  the 
^  Father,  Jesus  Christ  the  righteous :  and  he  is  the 
propitiation  for  our  sins :  and  not  for  ours  only,  but 
also  for  the  sins  of  the  whole  world. 

Wherefore  ye  that  do  truly  and  earnestly  repent 
of  your  sins,  and  are  in  love  and  charity  with  your 
neighbors,  and  intend  to  lead  a  new  life,  following 
the  commandments  of  God,  and  walking  from  hence- 
forth in  his  holy  ways,  draw  near  with  faith,  and  take 
this  Holy  Sacrament  to  your  comfort :  and,  devoutly 
kneeling,  make  your  humble  confession  to  Almighty 
God. 

IT  Then  shall  this  general  Confession  be  made  by  the  Minister 
in  the  name  of  all  those  who  are  minded  to  receive  the  Holy 
Communion,  both  he  and  all  the  People  devoutly  kneeling, 
and  saying  : 

A  LMIGHTY  God,  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
**•  Christ,  Maker  of  all  things,  Judge  of  all  men  : 
we  acknowledge  and  bewail  our  manifold  sins  and 
wickedness,  which  we  from  time  to  time  most  griev- 
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ously  have  committed,  by  thought,  word,  and  deed, 
against  thy  Divine  Majesty,  provoking  most  justly 
thy  wrath  and  indignation  against  us.  We  do  ear- 
nestly repent,  and  are  heartily  sorry  for  these  our 
misdoings;  the  remembrance  of  them  is  grievous 
unto  us.  Have  mercy  upon  us,  have  mercy  upon 
us,  most  merciful  Father;  for  thy  Son,  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ's  sake,  forgive  us  all  that  is  past ;  and 
grant  that  we  may  ever  hereafter  serve  and  please 
thee  in  newness  of  life,  to  the  honor  and  glory  of 
thy  name,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

T  When  all  have  communed,  the  Minister  shall  retitrn  to 
the  Lord's  table  and  place  upon  it  what  remaineth  of  the  Con- 
secrated elements,  covering  the  same  with  a  fair  linen  cloth. 

1C  Then  shall  the  Elder  say  the  Lord's  Prayer ;  the  People 
kneeling,  and  repeating  after  him  every  petition.

you,  and  remain  with  you  always.  Amen. 

T  If  the  Elder  be  straitened  for  time  in  the  usual  adminis- 
tration of  the  Holy  Communion,  he  may  omit  any  part  of  the 
service  except  the  Invitation,  the  Confession,  and  the  Prayer 
of  Consecration;  and  in  its  administration  to  the  Sick,  he 
may  omit  any  part  of  the  service  except  the  Confession,  the 
Prayer  of  Consecration,  and  the  usual  sentences  in  delivering 
the  Bread  and  Wine,  closing  with  the  Lord's  Prayer,  extem- 
pore sitpplication,  and  the  Benediction.

THE  ORDER  FOR  THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF 

Baptism  to  Infants. 

T  Let  every  adult  person,  and  the  parents  of  every  child  to  be 
baptized,  have  the  choice  of  either  sprinkling,  pouring,  or 
immersion. 

1T  We  will  on  no  account  whatever  make  a  charge  for  admin- 
istering baptism. 
7  The  Minister,  coming  to  the  Font,  which  is  to  be  filled  with 

pure  Water,  shall  use  the  following  : 

pvEARLY  BELOVED,  forasmuch  as  all  men  are  conceived 
and  born  in  sin,  and  that  our  Saviour  Christ  saith,  Except 
a  man  be  born  of  water  and  of  the  Spirit  he  cannot  enter  into 
the  kingdom  of  God;  I  beseech  you  to  call  upon  God  the 
Father,  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  having,  of  his 
bounteous  mercy,  redeemed  this  child  by  the  blood  of  his  Son, 
he  will  grant  that  he,  being  baptized  with  water,  may  also  be 
baptized  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  received  into  Christ's  holy 
Church;  and  become  a  lively  Member  of  the  same. 

T  Then  shall  the  Minister  say, 

Let  us  pray. 

A  LMIGHTY  and  Everlasting  God,  who  of  thy  great  mercy 
hast  condescended  to  enter  into  covenant  relations  with 
man,  wherein  thou  hast  included  children  as  partakers  of  its 
gracious  benefits,  declaring  that  of  such  is  thy  kingdom ;  and 
in  thy  ancient  Church  didst  appoint  divers  baptisms,  figuring 
thereby  the  renewing  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  and  by  thy  well- 
beloved  Son  Jesus  Christ  gavest  commandment  to  thy  holy 
Apostles  to  go  into  all  the  world  and  disciple  all  nations,  bap- 
tizing them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost :  we  beseech  thee,  that  of  thine  infinite  mercy 
thou  wilt  look  upon  this  child:  wash  him  and  sanctify  him  ; 
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that  he,  being  saved  by  thy  grace,  may  be  received  into  Christ's 
holy  Church,  and  being  steadfast  in  faith,  joyful  through  hope, 
and  rooted  in  love,  may  so  overcome  the  evils  of  this  present 
world,  that  finally  he  may  attain  to  everlasting  life,  and  reign 
with  thee,  world  without  end,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen. 

O  merciful  God,  grant  that  all  carnal  affections  may  die  in 
him,  and  that  all  things  belonging  to  the  Spirit  may  live  and 
grow  in  him.  Amen. 

Grant  that  he  may  have  power  and  strength  to  have  victory, 
and  to  triumph  against  the  devil,  the  world,  and  the  flesh. 
Amen. 

Grant  that  whoever  is  dedicated  to  thee  by  our  Office  and 
Ministry  may  also  be  endued  with  heavenly  virtues,  and  ever- 
lastingly rewarded  through  thy  mercy,  O  blessed  Lord  God, 
who  dost  live,  and  govern  all  things,  world  without  end.  Amen. 

A  LMIGHTY,  Everliving  God,  whose  most  dearly  beloved 
Son  Jesus  Christ,  for  the  forgiveness  of  our  sins,  did  shed 
out  of  his  most  precious  side  both  water  and  blood,  regard,  we 
beseech  thee,  our  supplications.  Sanctify  this  water  for  this 
Holy  Sacrament ;  and  grant  that  this  child,  now  to  be  bap- 
tized, may  receive  the  fullness  of  thy  grace,  and  ever  remain 
in  the  number  of  thy  faithful  and  elect  children,  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

IT  Then  shall  the  Minister  address  the  Parents  or  Guardians 
as  follows: 

r\EARLY  BELOVED,  forasmuch  as  this  child  is  now 
presented  by  you  for  Christian  Baptism,  you  must  re- 
member that  it  is  your  part  and  duty  to  see  that  he  be  taught, 
as  soon  as  he  shall  be  able  to  learn,  the  nature  and  end  of  this 
Holy  Sacrament.  And  that  he  may  know  these  things  the 
better,  you  shall  call  upon  him  to  give  reverent  attendance 
upon  the  appointed  means  of  grace,  such  as  the  ministry  of 
the  word,  and  the  public  and  private  worship  of  God;  and 
further,  you  shall  provide  that  he  shall  read  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures, and  learn  the  Lord's  Prayer,  the  Ten  Commandments, 

16—18 
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the  Apostles'  Creed,  the  Catechism,  and  all  other  things  which 
a  Christian  ought  to  know  and  believe  to  his  soul's  health,  in 
order  that  he  may  be  brought  up  to  lead  a  virtuous  and  holy 
life,  remembering  always  that  Baptism  doth  represent  unto  us 
that  inward  purity  which  disposeth  us  to  follow  the  example  of 
our  Saviour  Christ ;  that  as  he  died  and  rose  again  for  us,  so 
should  we,  who  are  baptized,  die  unto  sin  and  rise  again  unto 
righteousness,  continually  mortifying  all  corrupt  affections,  and 
daily  proceeding  in  all  virtue  and  godliness. 

Do  you  therefore  solemnly  engage  to  fulfill  these  duties,  so 
far  as  in  you  lies,  the  Lord  being  your  helper  ? 

Ans.  We  do. 

H  Then  shall  the  People  stand  up,  and  the  Minister  shall  say  : 

Hear  the  words  of  the  Gospel,  written  by  St.  Mark.  [Chap. 
10.  13-16.] 

'THEY  brought  young  children  to  Christ,  that  he  should 
touch  them.  And  his  disciples  rebuked  those  that 
brought  them.  But  when  Jesus  saw  it,  he  was  much  dis- 
pleased, and  said  unto  them,  Suffer  the  little  children  to  come 
unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not ;  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of 
God.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Whosoever  shall  not  receive  the 
kingdom  of  God  as  a  little  child,  he  shall  not  enter  therein. 
And  he  took  them  up  in  his  arms,  put  his  hands  upon  them, 
and  blessed  them. 

1  Then  the  Minister  shall  take  the  Child  into  his  hands,  and 
say  to  the  friends  of  the  Child, 

Name  this  child. 

*[And  then,  naming  it  after  them,  he  shall  sprinkle  or  pour 
Water  upon  it,  or,  if  desired,  immerse  it  in  Water,  saying,

BAPTIZE  thee  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.    Amen. 
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1"  Then  shall  the  Minister  offer  the  following  Prayer,  the 

people  kneeling  : 

C\  GOD  of  infinite  mercy,  the  Father  of  all  the  faithful  seed, 
be  pleased  to  grant  unto  this  child  an  understanding 
mind  and  a  sanctified  heart.  May  thy  providence  lead  him 
through  the  dangers,  temptations,  and  ignorance  of  his  youth, 
that  he  may  never  run  into  folly,  nor  into  the  evils  of  an  un- 
bridled appetite.  We  pray  thee  so  to  order  the  course  of  his 
life,  that  by  good  education,  by  holy  examples,  and  by  thy  re-

to  call  upon  God  the  Father,  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,

Ans.  All  this  I  steadfastly  believe. 

Quest.  Wilt  thou  be  baptized  in  this  faith  ? 

Ans.  Such  is  my  desire. 

Quest.  Wilt  thou  then  obediently  keep  God's  holy  will  and 
commandments,  and  walk  in  the  same  all  the  days  of  thy  life? 

Ans.  I  will  endeavor  so  to  do,  God  being  my  helper. 

T  Then  shall  the  Minister  say  : 

C\  MERCIFUL  GOD,  grant  that  all  carnal  affections  may 
die  in  these  persons,  and  that  all  things  belonging  to  the 
Spirit  may  live  and  grow  in  them.  Amen. 

Grant  that  they  may  have  power  and  strength  to  have  vic- 
tory, and  triumph  against  the  devil,  the  world,  and  the  flesh. 
Amen. 

Grant  that  they,  being  here  dedicated  to  thee  by  our  Office

LY: THE  LOVE  OF  GOD  IN  CHRIST  AND  REDEMPTION 
THROUGH  CHRIST. 

Question. 
F\ID  God  leave  mankind  in  sin  and  misery? 

Answer.  No;  "God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his 
only  begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  in  him  should 
not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life. 

Quest.  What  did  the  Son  of  God  do  to  save  sinners  ? 

Ans.  He  became  man,  lived,  suffered,  died,  and  rose  again. 

Quest.  How  did  he  become  man  ? 

Ans.  Christ,  though  God,  took  upon  him  the  form  of  a  serv- 
ant, and  was  made  in  the  likeness  of  man,  having  a  human 
body  and  soul. 

Quest.  What  example  does  Christ's  life  afford  us  ? 

Ans.  An  example  of  perfect  goodness  and  holiness. 

Quest.  What  did  Christ  suffer  for  us  ? 

Ans.  "  He  humbled  himself  and  became  obedient  unto  death, 
even  the  death  of  the  cross." 
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Quest.  Why  did  Christ  thus  suffer  and  die  ? 

Ans.  To  offer  to  divine  justice  full  atonement  for  the  sins  of 
the  world. 

Quest.  How  are  we  benefited  by  Christ's  resurrection  ? 

Ans.  He  rose  for  our  justification,  and  ascended  to  the 
right  hand  of  God,  where  he  ever  liveth  to  make  intercession 
for  us. 

Quest.  Did  Christ  make  this  atonement  for  all  mankind  ? 

Ans.  By  the  grace  of  God  he  tasted  death  for  every  man. 


§  2.  CONDITIONS  OF  SALVATION. 

Question. 
\X7ILL  all  men  therefore  be  saved  ? 

Answer.  No;  "The  wicked  shall  be  turned  into  hell, 
and  all  the  nations  that  forget  God." 

Quest.  Will  those  be  saved  who  die  in  childhood  before  they 
know  good  and  evil  ? 

Ans.  They  will ;  for  Jesus  said,  "  Of  such  is  the  kingdom  of 
heaven." 

Quest.  On  what  terms  are  those  saved  who  know  good  from 
evil? 

Ans.  On  condition  of  "  repentance  toward  God  and  faith 
toward  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 

Quest.  What  is  repentance  ? 

Ans.  A  godly  sorrow  on  account  of  sin. 

Quest.  How  is  true  repentance  indicated  ? 

Ans.  By  the  forsaking  of  sin  and  a  sincere  turning  to  God. 

Quest.  What  is  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  ? 

Ans.  Faith  in  Jesus  Christ  is  the  act  of  receiving  and  trust- 
ing in  him  alone  for  salvation. 

Quest.  Can  we  repent  and  believe  of  ourselves  ? 

Ans.  No ;  the  power  to  repent  and  believe  is  given  us  of 
God. 

Quest.  How  can  we  know  when  we  believe  in  Jesus  Christ  ? 

Ans.  "  He  that  believeth  on  the  Son  of  God  hath  the  witness 
in  himself."

Quest.  What  witness  is  this  ? 

Ans.  "  The  Spirit  itself  beareth  witness  with  our  spirit,  that 
we  are  the  children  of  God." 


§  3.  THE  FRUITS  AND  EXTENT  OF  SALVATION. 
Question. 

\A7HAT  fruits  doth  this  faith  produce? 

Answer.  Justification,  regeneration,  sanctification. 

Quest.  What  is  justification  ? 

Ans.  Justification  is  that  act  of  God's  free  grace  in  which  he 
pardons  our  sins  and  accepts  us  as  righteous  in  his  sight  for 
the  sake  of  Christ. 

Quest.  What  is  regeneration  ? 

Ans.  It  is  the  new  birth  of  the  soul  in  the  image  of  Christ, 
whereby  we  become  the  children  of  God. 

Quest.  What  is  sanctification  ? 

Ans.  Sanctification  is  that  act  of  divine  grace  whereby  we 
are  made  holy. 

Quest.  May  every  believer  be  wholly  sanctified  in  this 
life? 

Ans.  Yes ;  God's  command  is,  "  Be  ye  holy,  for  I  am  holy ;" 
and  his  promise  is,  that  "if  we  confess  our  sins"  he  will 
"  cleanse  us  from  all  unrighteousness." 

Quest.  What  is  implied  in  being  a  perfect  Christian,  or  in 
being  wholly  sanctified  ? 

Ans.  Loving  God  with  all  our  heart  and  soul,  mind  and 
strength,  and  our  neighbor  as  ourselves. 

Quest.  Is  it  possible  for  a  justified  or  a  sanctified  Christian 
to  fall  from  grace  and  perish  ? 

Ans.  It  is  ;  for  even  the  apostle  Paul  feared  lest,  after 
having  preached  to  others,  he  himself  should  be  a  cast- 
away. 

Quest.  How  shall  we  guard  against  the  danger  of  falling 
from  grace  ? 

Ans.  By  watchfulness,  prayer,  and  a  life  of  faith  in  the  Son 
of  God. 
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V.    THE    MEANS    OF    GRACE. 

§  I.   THE  CHURCH   AND   MINISTRY. 

Question, 

"\A7HAT  are  the  principal  means  of  grace  ? 

Answer.  The  Church,  the  sacraments,  the  word  of  God, 
and  prayer. 

Quest.  In  what  two  forms  does  the  Church  of  God  exist  ? 

Ans.  The  visible  and  the  invisible. 

Quest.  What  is  the  visible  Church  ? 

Ans.  The  visible  Church  of  Christ  is  a  congregation  of 
faithful  men,  in  which  the  pure  word  of  God  is  preached 
and  the  sacraments  duly  administered  according  to  Christ's 
ordinance. 

Quest.  What  is  the  invisible  Church  ? 

Ans.  The  whole  body  of  God's  true  people  in  every  period 
of  time. 

Quest.  Ought  not  all  persons  where  the  Gospel  is  preached 
to  become  believers  in  Christ  and  members  of  the  Church  ? 

Ans.  They  ought ;  in  order  to  have  a  visible  union  with 
Christ,  the  Head  of  the  Church,  and  communion  with  his 
people. 

Quest.  Who  are  to  preach  the  word  of  God  and  administer 
the  sacraments  ? 

Ans.  Faithful  men,  called  of  God  and  set  apart  by  the 
Church  to  the  office  and  work  of  the  ministry. 

§  2.   THE  SACRAMENTS. 

Question. 

OOW  many  sacraments  has  Christ  ordained  in  his  Church  ? 
Answer.  Two ;  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper. 

Quest.  What  is  a  sacrament  ? 

Ans.  An  outward  and  visible  sign  of  an  inward  and  spiritual 
grace. 
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(l.)  Baptism. 

Question. 
\A7HAT  is  the  outward  sign  in  baptism.? 

Answer.  Water,  applied  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Quest.  What  is  the  inward  grace  signified  in  baptism  ? 
Ans.  A   death   unto   sin   and  a  new  birth  unto  righteous- 
ness. 

Quest.  What  advantages  are  secured  to  baptized  per- 
sons? 

Ans.  They  are  admitted  to  the  visible  Church  of  Christ,  their 
relation  to  him  as  the  Mediator  of  the  new  covenant,  and  their 
title  to  the  spiritual  blessings  thereto  belonging,  are  solemnly 
confirmed. 

(2.)   The  Lord's  Supper. 

Question. 
\X7HY  was  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  ordained  ? 

Answer.  For  the  continual  remembrance  of  the  sacri- 
fice of  Christ's  death,  and  of  the  benefits  that  we  thereby 
receive. 

Quest.  What  is  the  outward  sign  of  the  Lord's  Supper? 

Ans.  Bread  and  wine,  received  according  to  Christ's  com- 
mand. 

Quest.  What  is  the  inward  grace  of  this  sacrament  ? 

Ans.  The  communion  of  the  body  and  blood  of  Christ, 
whereby  we  are  reminded  of  his  sacrificial  death,  and  spirit- 
ually strengthened  to  do  His  will. 

§  3.  THE  WORD   OF  GOD  AND  PRAYER. 

Question. 
"\A7HENCE  do  we  derive  all  correct  knowledge  of  religious 

truth  and  duty  ? 
Answer.  From  the  Holy  Bible. 
Quest.  What  is  the  Bible  ? 

Ans.  It  is  the  revelation  of  divine  truth,  and  the  record  of 
God's  will. 

Quest.  What  is  the  only  sufficient  rule  of  a  Christian's  faith 
and  practice? 
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Ans.  The  word  of  God,  as  contained  in  the  Scriptures  of  the 
Old  and  New  Testaments. 

Quest.  How  should  we  use  the  Scriptures  ? 

Ans.  We  should  seriously  and  diligently  study  God's  holy 
word  with  prayer,  that  we  may  understand,  believe,  and  prac- 
tice the  same. 

Quest.  What  is  prayer  ? 

Ans.  Prayer  is  the  offering  up  of  our  desires  unto  God  in  the 
name  of  Christ. 

Quest.  With  what  should  prayer  be  always  accompanied  ? 

Ans.  With  humble  confession  of  sin,  with  hearty  thanksgiv- 
ing for  God's  mercies,  and  sincere  faith  in  his  promises. 

Quest.  Where  should  we  offer  up  our  prayers  ? 

Ans.  Publicly  in  the  house  of  God,  and  privately  in  our  fam- 
ilies and  in  our  closets. 

Quest.  What  special  example  of  prayer  is  given  us  in 
Scripture  ? 

Ans.  The  Lord's  prayer. 

Quest.  Can  you  repeat  ,the  Lord's  prayer  ? 

Answer. 

(~)UR  FATHER  who  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  thy  name. 
Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be  done  in  earth,  as  it  is  in 
heaven.  Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread  ;  and  forgive  us  our 
trespasses,  as  we  forgive  them  that  trespass  against  us.  And 
lead  us  not  into  temptation  ;  but  deliver  us  from  evil ;  for  thine 
is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  forever.  Amen.

DUTIES  TO   GOD  AND   MAN. 

Question. 
"\A7HAT  does  God  require  of  man ? 

Answer.  Obedience  to  his  revealed  will. 
Quest.  What  is  the  rule  of  our  obedience  ? 
Ans.  The  moral  law. 
Quest.  Where  is  the  moral  law  given  ? 
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Ans.  In  the  ten  commandments. 

Quest.  What  is  the  first  commandment  ? 

Ans.  Thou  shalt  have  no  other  gods  before  me. 

Quest.  What  is  the  second  commandment  ? 

Ans.  Thou  shalt  not  make  unto  thee  any  graven  image,  or 
any  likeness  of  any  thing  that  is  in  heaven  above,  or  that  is  in 
the  earth  beneath,  or  that  is  in  the  water  under  the  earth : 
thou  shalt  not  bow  down  thyself  to  them,  nor  serve  them  :  for 
I  the  Lord  thy  God  am  a  jealous  God,  visiting  the  iniquity  of 
the  fathers  upon  the  children  unto  the  third  and  fourth  genera- 
tion of  them  that  hate  me  ;  and  showing  mercy  unto  thousands 
of  them  that  love  me,  and  keep  my  commandments. 

Quest.  What  is  the  third  commandment  ? 

Ans.  Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of  the  Lord  thy  God  in 
vain ;  for  the  Lord  will  not  hold  him  guiltless  that  taketh  his 
name  in  vain. 

Quest.  What  is  the  fourth  commandment  ? 

Ans.  Remember  the  Sabbath  day,  to  keep  it  holy.  Six  days 
shalt  thou  labor,  and  do  all  thy  work :  but  the  seventh  day  is 
the  Sabbath  of  the  Lord  thy  God  :  in  it  thou  shalt  not  do  any 
work,  thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor  thy  daughter,  thy  man-servant, 
nor  thy  maid-servant,  nor  thy  cattle,  nor  thy  stranger  that  is- 
within  thy  gates :  for  in  six  days  the  Lord  made  heaven  and 
earth,  the  sea,  and  all  that  in  them  is,  and  rested  the  seventh 
day :  wherefore  the  Lord  blessed  the  Sabbath  day,  and  hal- 
lowed it. 

Quest.  What  is  the  fifth  commandment  ? 

Ans.  Honor  thy  father  and  thy  mother :  that  thy  days 
may  be  long  upon  the  land  which  the  Lord  thy  God  giveth 
thee. 

Quest.  What  is  the  sixth  commandment  ? 

Ans.  Thou  shalt  not  kill. 

Quest.  What  is  the  seventh  commandment  ? 

Ans.  Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery. 

Quest.  What  is  the  eighth  commandment  ? 

Ans.  Thou  shalt  not  steal. 

Quest.  What  is  the  ninth  commandment  ? 

Ans.  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness  against  thy  neighbor. 

16—19 
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Quest.  What  is  the  tenth  commandment  ? 

Ans.  Thou  shall  not  covet  thy  neighbor's  house,  thou  shall 
not  covet  thy  neighbor's  wife,  nor  his  man-servant,  nor  his 
maid-servant,  nor  his  ox,  nor  his  ass,  nor  any  thing  that  is  thy 
neighbor's. 

Quest.  What  is  our  Saviour's  summary  of  God's  command- 
ments ? 

Ans.  He  said :  "  Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all 
thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind.  This  is 
the  first  and  great  commandment.  And  the  second  is  like  unto 
it,  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself.  On  these  two 
commandments  hang  all  the  law  and  the  prophets." 

Quest,  How  does  our  Saviour  explain  the  commandments  ? 

Ans.  He  teaches  that  they  not  only  forbid  sin  in  act,  but  in 
thought. 

Quest.  What  is  our  Lord's  precept,  commonly  called  the 
golden  rule? 

Ans.  "  Whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should  do  to  you,  do 
ye  even  so  to  them." 

Quest.  Can  any  man  be  saved  by  keeping  the  law  ? 

Ans.  No;  "by  the  deeds  of  the  law  shall  no  flesh  be 
justified." 

Quest.  What  then  is  the  use  of  the  law  ? 

Ans.  It  serves  to  show  men  their  need  of  Christ :  "  For  by 
the  law  is  the  knowledge  of  sin." 

Quest.  Are  all  Christians  under  obligation  to  keep  the  law  ? 

Ans.  Yes;  they  are  "not  without  law  to  God,  but  under 
the  law  to  Christ." 


VII.  DEATH,  JUDGMENT,  AND  ETERNITY. 

Question. 
we  remain  long  in  this  world  ?

Answer.  No;  life   is   short  and   uncertain,   and   we  all 
must  die. 

Quest.  Is  it  not  a  fearful  thing  to  die  ? 
Ans.  It  is  to  all  but  true  Christians. 
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Quest.  Why  should  not  true  Christians  fear  to  die  ? 

Ans.  Because  the  sting  of  death  is  removed,  and  they  know 
that  they  shall  go  to  heaven. 

Quest.  How  long  will  the  bodies  of  men  lie  in  the  grave? 

Ans.  Until  the  last  day,  when  Christ  shall  come  to  raise  the 
dead  for  judgment. 

Quest.  Will  all  the  dead  be  raised  ? 

Ans.  "  There  shall  be  a  resurrection  of  the  dead,  both  of  the 
just  and  unjust." 

Quest.  Will  all  men  be  judged  at  the  last  day  ? 

Ans.  "We  must  all  appear  before  the  judgment-seat  of 
Christ ;  that  every  one  may  receive  the  things  clone  in  his  body, 
according  to  that  he  hath  done,  whether  it  be  good  or  bad." 

Quest.  What  sentence  will  Christ  pronounce  on  the  wicked  ? 

Ans.  "  Depart  from  me,  ye  cursed,  into  everlasting  fire,  pre- 
pared for  the  devil  and  his  angels." 

Quest.  What  will  he  say  to  the  righteous  ? 

Ans.  "  Come,  ye  blessed  of  my  Father,  inherit  the  kingdom 
prepared  for  you  from  the  foundation  of  the  world." 

Quest.  What  will  then  take  place  ? 

Ans.  "  The  world  shall  be  destroyed  by  fire ;  and  the  wicked 
shall  go  away  into  everlasting  punishment,  but  the  righteous 
into  life  eternal."

suffered  under  Pontius  Pilate,  was  crucified,  dead  and  buried  ;

the  third  day  he  rose  from  the  dead ;  he  ascended  into  heaven, 
and  sitteth  at  the  right  hand  of  God  the  Father  Almighty; 
from  thence  he  shall  come  to  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead. 

I  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost ;  the  holy  catholic  Church  ;*  the 
communion  of  saints  ;  the  forgiveness  of  sins ;  the  resurrection 
of  the  body ;  and  the  life  everlasting.  Amen. 

Quest.  What  further  must  one  accept  before  he  becomes  a 
member  of  the  Church  in  full  communion  ? 

Ans.  The  Articles  of  Religion  and  the  Rules  of  the  Church. 

Quest.  What  promise  must  he  renew  ? 

Ans.  The  promise  contained  in  the  Baptismal  Covenant. 

Quest.  What  did  your  Parents  or  Guardians  promise  at  your 
Baptism  ? 

Ans.  That  they  would  endeavor  to  bring  me  up  to  lead  a 
virtuous  and  holy  life. 

Quest.  What  is  the  first  part  of  the  promise  which  you  must 
ratify  and  confirm  ? 

Ans.  That  I  will  renounce  the  devil  and  all  his  works,  the 
vain  pomp  and  glory  of  the  world,  with  all  covetous  desires  of 
the  same,  and  the  carnal  desires  of  the  flesh,  so  that  I  will  not 
follow  nor  be  led  by  them. 

Quest.  What  is  the  second  part  of  the  promise  ? 

Ans.  That  I  will  obediently  keep  God's  holy  will  and  com- 
mandments, and  walk  in  the  same  all  the  days  of  my  life,  the 
Lord  being  my  helper. 

1T  //  is  the  duty  of  the  Elder,  Deacon,  or  Preacher  who  has 
the  special  charge  of  a  Circuit  or  Station  to  catechize  the  chil- 
dren publicly  in  the  Sunday-school  and  at  special  meetings 
appointed  for  that  purpose. 

IT  The  preacher  in  charge  shall  organize  the  baptized  chil- 
dren of  the  Church,  at  the  age  of  ten  years  or  younger,  into 
Classes,  and  appoint  suitable  Leaders,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  meet  them  in  Class  once  a  week,  and  instruct  them  in  the 
nature,  design,  and  obligations  of  Baptism,  and  the  truths 
of  religion  necessary  to  make  them  "  wise  unto  salvation  ;  " 
urge  them  to  give  regular  attendance  upon  the  means  of  grace  ;

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advise,  exhort,  and  encourage  them  to  an  immediate  consecra- 
tion of  their  hearts  and  lives  to  God,  and  inquire  into  the  state 
of  their  religious  experience  ;  provided,  that  children  unbap- 
tiztd  are  not  to  be  excluded  from  these  Classes. 

I  All  children,  by  virtue  of  the  unconditional  benefits  of  the 
atonement,  are  members  of  the  Kingdom  of  God,  and  therefore 
graciously  entitled  to  Baptism  ;  but,  as  Infant  Baptism  con- 
templates a  course  of  religious  instruction  and  discipline,  it 
is  expected  of  all  parents  or  guardians  who  present  their  chil- 
dren for  Baptism  that  they  will  use  all  diligence  in  bringing 
them  up  in  conformity  to  the  word  of  God. 

1  Whenever  baptized  children  shall  have  attained  an  age 
sufficient  to  understand  the  obligations  of  religion,  and  shall 
give  evidence  of  piety,  they  may  be  admitted  into  Full  Mem- 
bership in  the  Church,  on  recommendation  of  a  Leader,  with 
whom  they  have  met  at  least  six  months  in  Class,  by  publicly 
assenting  before  the  Church  to  the  Baptismal  Covenant,  and 
also  to  the  usual  questions  on  Doctrines  and  Discipline.

IT  Those  -who  are  to  be  received  into  the  Church  as  Proba- 
tioners shall  be  called  forward  by  name,  and  the  Minis- 
ter, addressing  the  Congregation,  shall  say  : 

PvEARLY  BELOVED  BRETHREN,  that  none  may  be 
•  admitted  hastily  into  the  Church,  we  receive  all  persons 
seeking  fellowship  with  us  on  profession  of  faith  into  a  prepara- 
tory membership  on  trial ;  in  which  proof  may  be  made,  both 
to  themselves  and  to  the  Church,  of  the  sincerity  and  depth  of 
their  convictions  and  of  the  strength  of  their  purpose  to  lead  a 
new  life. 

The  persons  here  present  desire  to  be  so  admitted.  You  will 
hear  their  answers  to  the  questions  put  to  them,  and  if  you 
make  no  objection  they  will  be  received. 

It  is  needful,  however,  that  you  be  reminded  of  your  respon- 
sibility, as  having  previously  entered  this  holy  fellowship,  and 
as  now  representing  the  Church  into  which  they  seek  admission. 
Remembering  their  inexperience,  and  how  much  they  must 
learn  in  order  to  become  good  soldiers  of  Jesus  Christ,  see  to 
it  that  they  find  in  you  holy  examples  of  life,  and  loving  help  in 
the  true  serving  of  their  Lord  and  ours.  I  beseech  you  so  to 
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order  your  own  lives  that  these  new  disciples  may  take  no 
detriment  from  you,  but  that  it  may  ever  be  cause  for  thanks- 
giving to  God  that  they  were  led  into  this  fellowship. 

IT  Then  addressing  the  Persons  seeking  Admission  on  Proba- 
tion, the  Minister  shall  say  : 

p\EARLY  BELOVED,  you  have,  by  the  grace  of  God,  made 
your  decision  to  follow  Christ  and  to  serve  him.  Your 
confidence  in  so  doing  is  not  to  be  based  on  any  notion  of 
fitness  or  worthiness  in  yourselves,  but  solely  on  the  merits  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  on  his  death  and  intercession  for  us.

Ans.  I  have.  % 

Will  you  guard  yourselves  against  all  things  contrary  to  the 
teaching  of  God's  word,  and  endeavor  to  lead  a  holy  life,  fol- 
lowing the  commandments  of  God  ? 

Ans.  I  will  endeavor  so  to  do. 

Are  you  purposed  to  give  reverent  attendance  upon  the  ap- 
pointed means  of  grace  in  the  ministry  of  the  word,  and  in  the 
private  and  public  worship  of  God  ? 

Ans.  I  am  so  determined,  with  the  help  of  God. 


objection  being  offered,  the  Minister  shall  then  an- 
nounce that  the  Candidates  are  admitted  as  Probationers 
and  shall  assign  them  to  classes. 

1T  Then  shall  the  Minister  offer  extemporary  Prayer.

Heceimng  persons  into  the  <EI]ttrd)  after  probation. 

1  On  the  day  appointed,  all  that  are  to  be  received  into  the 
Church  shall  be  called  forward,  and  the  Minister,  address- 
ing the  Congregation,  shall  say  : 
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[DEARLY  BELOVED  BRETHREN,  the  Scriptures  teach 
us  that  the  Church  is  the  household  of  God,  the  body  of 
which  Christ  is  the  head ;  and  that  it  is  the  design  of  the 
Gospel  to  bring  together  in  one  all  who  are  in  Christ.  The 
fellowship  of  the  Church  is  the  communion  that  its  Members 
enjoy  one  with  another.  The  ends  of  this  fellowship  are,  the 
maintenance  of  sound  doctrine  and  of  the  ordinances  of  Chris- 
tian worship,  and  the  exercise  of  that  power  of  godly  admoni- 
tion and  discipline  which  Christ  has  committed  to  his  Church 
for  the  promotion  of  holiness.  It  is  the  duty  of  all  men  to 
unite  in  this  fellowship ;  for  it  is  only  those  that  "  be  planted 
in  the  house  of  the  Lord  "  that  "shall  flourish  in  the  courts  of 
our  God."  Its  more  particular  duties  are,  to  promote  peace 
and  unity ;  to  bear  one  another's  burdens ;  to  prevent  each 
other's  stumbling;  to  seek  the  intimacy  of  friendly  society 
among  themselves ;  to  continue  steadfast  in  the  faith  and  wor- 
ship of  the  Gospel ;  and  to  pray  and  sympathize  with  each 
other.  Among  its  privileges  are,  peculiar  incitements  to  holi- 
ness from  the  hearing  of  God's  word  and  sharing  in  Christ's 
ordinances ;  the  being  placed  under  the  watchful  care  of  Pas- 
tors ;  and  the  enjoyment  of  the  blessings  which  are  promised 
only  to  those  who  are  of  the  Household  of  Faith.  Into  this 
holy  fellowship  the  persons  before  you,  who  have  already 
received  the  Sacrament  of  Baptism,  and  have  been  under  the 
care  of  proper  leaders  for  six  months  on  Trial,  come  seeking 
admission.  We  now  propose,  in  the  fear  of  God,  to  question 
them  as  to  their  faith  and  purposes,  that  you  may  know  that 
they  are  proper  persons  to  be  admitted  into  the  Church. 


1F  Then,  addressing  the  Applicants  for  Admission,  the  Minis- 
ter shall  say  : 

r\EARLY   BELOVED,  you  are   come  hither  seeking  the 

great  privilege  of  union  with  the  Church  our  Saviour  has 

purchased  with  his  own  blood.     We  rejoice  in  the  grace  of 

God  vouchsafed  unto  you  in  that  he  has  called  you  to  be  his 
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followers,  and  that  thus  far  you  have  run  well.  You  have 
heard  how  blessed  are  the  privileges,  and  how  solemn  are  the 
duties,  of  membership  in  Christ's  Church  ;  and  before  you  are 
fully  admitted  thereto,  it  is  proper  that  you  do  here  publicly 
renew  your  vows,  confess  your  faith,  and  declare  your  purpose, 
by  answering  the  following  questions : 

Do  you  here,  in  the  presence  of  God  and  of  this  Congrega- 
tion, renew  the  solemn  promise  contained  in  the  Baptismal 
Covenant,  ratifying  and  confirming  the  same, and  acknowledging 
yourselves  bound  faithfully  to  observe  and  keep  that  Covenant  ? 

Ans.  I  do. 

Have  you  saving  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  ? 

Ans.  I  trust  I  have. 

Do  you  believe  in  the  Doctrines  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  as  set 
forth  in  the  Articles  of  Religion  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  ? 

Ans.  I  do. 

Will  you  cheerfully  be  governed  by  the  Rules  of  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church,  hold  sacred  the  Ordinances  of  God,  and 
endeavor,  as  much  as  in  you  lies,  to  promote  the  welfare  of 
your  brethren  and  the  advancement  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  ? 

Ans.  I  will. 

Will  you  contribute  of  your  earthly  substance,  according  to 
your  ability,  to  the  support  of  the  Gospel  and  the  various 
benevolent  enterprises  of  the  Church  ? 

Ans.  I  will. 

IT  Then  the  Minister,  addressing  the  Church,  shall  say : 

DRETHREN,  these  persons  having   given  satisfactory  re- 
sponses to  our  inquiries,  have  any  of  you  reason  to  allege 
why  they  should  not  be  received  into  Full  membership  in  the 
Church  ? 

IT  No  objections  being  alleged,  the  Minister  shall  say  to  the 
Candidates : 
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\A/E  welcome  you  to  the  communion  of  the  Church  of  God  ; 
and,  in  testimony  of  our  Christian  affection  and  the  cor- 
diality with  which  we  receive  you,  I  hereby  extend  to  you  the 
right  hand  of  fellowship  :  and  may  God  grant  that  you  may  be 
a  faithful  and  useful  member  of  the  Church  militant  till  you 
are  called  to  the  fellowship  of  the  Church  triumphant,  which  is 
"  without  fault  before  the  throne  of  God." 

T  Then  shall  the  Minister  offer  extemporary  Prayer. 
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MATRIMONY. 


THE  FORM   FOR  THE 

Solemnisation  of  Uttutrimoiin. 

IT  The  parts  in  brackets  throughout  may  be  used  or  not  at 

discretion. 

1T  At  the  day  and  time  appointed  for  the  Solemnization  of 
Matrimony,  the  persons  to  be  married — having  been  qual- 
ified according  to  law — standing  together,  the  Man  on  the 
right  hand  and  the  Woman  on  the  left,  the  Minister  shall 
say: 

r\EARLY  BELOVED,  we  are  gathered  together  here  in 
the  sight  of  God,  and  in  the  presence  of  these  witnesses, 
to  join  together  this  man  and  this  woman  in  holy  Matrimony; 
which  is  an  honorable  estate,  instituted  of  God  in  the  time  of 
man's  innocency,  signifying  unto  us  the  mystical  union  that 
exists  between  Christ  and  his  Church ;  which  holy  estate  Christ 
adorned  and  beautified  with  his  presence,  and  first  miracle 
that  he  wrought,  in  Cana  of  Galilee,  and  is  commended  of 
Saint  Paul  to  be  honorable  among  all  men;  and  therefore  is 
not  by  any  to  be  entered  into  unadvisedly,  but  reverently,  dis- 
creetly, and  in  the  fear  of  God. 

Into  which  holy  estate  these  two  persons  present  come  now 
to  be  joined.  Therefore  if  any  can  show  just  cause  why  they 
may  not  lawfully  be  joined  together,  let  him  now  speak,  or  else 
hereafter  forever  hold  his  peace. 

[T  And  also  speaking  unto  the  persons  that  are  to  be  married, 

the  Minister  shall  say  ; 

I  REQUIRE  and  charge  you  both,  that  if  either  of  you  know 

any  impediment  why  you  may  not  be  lawfully  joined  together 

in  Matrimony,  you  do  now  confess  it :  for  be  ye  well  assured, 
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that  so  many  as  are  coupled  together  otherwise  than  God's 
word  doth  allow,  are  not  joined  together  by  God,  neither  is 
their  Matrimony  lawful.] 

1  If  no  impediment  be  alleged,  then  shall  the  Minister  say 
unto  the  Man, 

\\  WILT  thou  have  this  woman  to  be  thy  wedded  wife, 
'  to  live  together  after  God's  ordinance  in  the  holy 
estate  of  Matrimony  ?  Wilt  thou  love  her,  comfort  her,  honor 
and  keep  her,  in  sickness  and  in  health  ;  and  forsaking  all 
other,  keep  thee  only  unto  her,  so  long  as  ye  both  shall  live  ? 

1T  The  Man  shall  answer, 
I  will. 

IT  Then  shall  the  Minister  say  unto  the  Woman, 
M  WILT  thou  have  this  man  to  be  thy  wedded  husband, 
1  to  live  together  after  God's  ordinance  in  the  holy 
estate  of  Matrimony  ?  Wilt  thou  love,  honor,  and  keep  him, 
in  sickness  and  in  health ;  and  forsaking  all  other,  keep  thee 
only  unto  him,  so  long  as  ye  both  shall  live  ? 

V  The  Woman  shall  answer, 
I  will. 

[IT  Then  the  Minister  shall  cause  the  Man  with  his  right  hand 
to  take  the  Woman  by  her  right  hand,  and  to  say  after  him 
asfolloweth  : 

I  M.,  take  thee,  N.,  to  be  my  wedded  wife,  to  have  and  to 
*  hold,  from  this  day  forward,  for  better,  for  worse,  for 
richer,  for  poorer,  in  sickness  and  in  health,  to  love  and  to 
cherish,  till  death  us  do  part,  according  to  God's  holy  ordi- 
nance ;  and  thereto  I  plight  thee  my  faith. 

1T  Then  shall  they  loose  their  hands,  and  the  Woman,  with 
her  right  hand  taking  the  Man  by  his  right  hand,  shall 
likewise  say  after  the  Minister  : 

I     N.,  take  thee,  M.,  to  be  my  wedded  husband,  to  have  and 

'     to  hold,  from  this  day  forward,  for  better,  for  worse,  for 

richer,  for  poorer,  in  sickness  and  in  health,  to  love  and  to 
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cherish,  till  death  us  do  part,  according  to  God's  holy  ordi- 
nance ;  and  thereto  I  plight  thee  my  faith.] 

IT  Then  shall  the  Minister  pray  thus  : 

C\  ETERNAL  God,  Creator  and  Preserver  of  all  mankind, 
Giver  of  all  spiritual  grace,  the  Author  of  everlasting 
life :  send  thy  blessing  upon  these  thy  servants,  this  man  and 
this  woman,  whom  we  bless  in  thy  name ;  that  as  Isaac  and 
Rebecca  lived  faithfully  together,  so  these  persons  may  surely 
perform  and  keep  the  vow  and  covenant  between  them  made, 
and  may  ever  remain  in  perfect  love  and  peace  together,  and 
live  according  to  thy  laws,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen. 

[T  If  the  parties  desire  it,  the  Man  shall  here  hand  a  Ring  to 
the  Minister,  who  shall  return  it  to  him,  and  direct  him 
to  place  it  on  the  third  finger  of  the  Woman's  left  hand. 
And  the  Man  shall  say  to  the  Woman,  repeating  after  the 
Minister  : 

\X7ITH  this  ring  I  thee  wed,  and  with  my  worldly  goods  I 
thee  endow,  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.     Amen.] 

IT  Then  shall  the  minister  join  their  right  hands  together, 

and  say, 

CORASMUCH  as  M.  and  N.  have  consented  together  in 
holy  wedlock,  and  have  witnessed  the  same  before  God 
and  this  company,  and  thereto  have  pledged  their  faith  either 
to  other,  and  have  declared  the  same  by  joining  of  hands ;  I 
pronounce  that  they  are  husband  and  wife  together,  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
Those  whom  God  hath  joined  together,  let  no  man  put  asunder. 
Amen. 

1  And  the  Minister  shall  add  this  Blessing  : 

r^OD,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  bless,  pre- 
serve, and  keep  you;  the  Lord  mercifully  with  his  favor 
look  upon  you,  and  so  fill  you  with  all  spiritual  benediction  and 
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grace,  that  ye  so  may  live  together  in  this  life,  that  in  the  world 
to  come  ye  may  have  life  everlasting.     Amen, 

IT  Then  shall  the  Minister  offer  the  following  Prayer: 

C\  GOD  of  Abraham,  God  of  Isaac,  God  of  Jacob,  bless  this 
man  and  this  woman,  and  sow  the  seed  of  eternal  life  in 
their  hearts,  that  whatsoever  in  thy  holy  word  they  shall  prof- 
itably learn,  they  may  indeed  fulfill  the  same.  Look,  O  Lord, 
mercifully  on  them  from  heaven,  and  bless  them :  as  thou 
didst  send  thy  blessings  upon  Abraham  and  Sarah  to  their 
great  comfort,  so  vouchsafe  to  send  thy  blessings  upon  this 
man  and  this  woman,  that  they,  obeying  thy  will,  and  always 
being  in  safety  under  thy  protection,  may  abide  in  thy  love 
unto  their  lives'  end,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

ALMIGHTY  GOD,  who  at  the  beginning  didst  create  our 
first  parents,  Adam  and  Eve,  and  didst  sanctify  and  join 
them  together  in  marriage,  pour  upon  these  persons  the  riches 
of  thy  grace,  sanctify  and  bless  them,  that  they  may  please 
thee  both  in  body  and  soul,  and  live  together  in  holy  love  unto 
their  lives'  end.  Amen. 

T  Here  the  Minister  may  use  extemporary  Prayer. 

IT  Then  the  Minister  shall  repeat  the  Lord's  Prayer  : 

(~*)UR  FATHER  who  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  thy  name. 
Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be  done  in  earth,  as  it  is  in 
heaven.  Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread  :  and  forgive  us  our 
trespasses,  as  we  forgive  them  that  trespass  against  us  :  and 
lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil :  for  thine 
is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  forever.  Amen.

T  We  will  on  no  account  whatever  make  a  charge  for  bury- 
ing the  dead. 
H  The  Minister,  going  before  the  Corpse,  shall  say, 

T  AM  the  resurrection,  and  the  life :  he  that  believeth  in  me, 
though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live :   and  whosoever 
liveth  and  believeth  in  me  shall  never  die.     [John  n.  25,  26.] 

T  KNOW  that  my  Redeemer  liveth,  and  that  he  shall  stand 
at  the  latter  day  upon  the  earth :  and  though  after  my  skin 
worms  destroy  this  body,  yet  in  my  flesh  shall  I  see  God : 
whom  I  shall  see  for  myself,  and  mine  eyes  shall  behold,  and 
not  another.  [Job  19.  25-27.] 

\A/E  brought  nothing  into  this  world,  and  it  is  certain  we 
can  carry  nothing  out.     The  Lord  gave,  and  the  Lord 
hath  taken  away;  blessed  be  the  name  of  the  Lord,    [i  Tim. 
6.7;  Job  i.  2i.j 

1T  In  the  House  or  Church  may  be  read  one  or  both  of  the 
following  Psalms,  or  some  other  suitable  portion  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures, 

Psalm  39 : 

T  SAID,  I  will  take  heed  to  my  ways,  that  I  sin  not  with  my 
tongue :  I  will  keep  my  mouth  with  a  bridle,  while  the 
wicked  is  before  me. 

I  was  dumb  with  silence,  I  held  my  peace,  even  from  good ; 
and  my  sorrow  was  stirred. 
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My  heart  was  hot  within  me ;  while  I  was  musing  the  fire 
burned :  then  spake  I  with  my  tongue, 

Lord,  make  me  to  know  mine  end,  and  the  measure  of  my 
days,  what  it  is ;  that  I  may  know  how  frail  I  am. 

Behold,  thou  hast  made  my  days  as  a  handbreadth ;  and 
mine  age  is  as  nothing  before  thee :  verily  every  man  at  his 
best  state  is  altogether  vanity. 

Surely  every  man  walketh  in  a  vain  show :  surely  they  are 
disquieted  in  vain  :  he  heapeth  up  riches,  and  knoweth  not  who 
shall  gather  them. 

And  now,  Lord,  what  wait  I  for  ?  my  hope  is  in  thee. 

Deliver  me  from  all  my  transgressions :  make  me  ..not  the 
reproach  of  the  foolish. 

I  was  dumb,  I  opened  not  my  mouth  ;  because  thou 
didst  it. 

Remove  thy  stroke  away  from  me :  I  am  consumed  by  the 
blow  of  thine  hand. 

When  thou  with  rebukes  dost  correct  man  for  iniquity,  thou 
makest  his  beauty  to  consume  away  like  a  moth :  surely  every 
man  is  vanity. 

Hear  my  prayer,  O  Lord,  and  give  ear  unto  my  cry ;  hold  not 
thy  peace  at  my  tears  :  for  I  am  a  stranger  with  thee,  and  a 
sojourner,  as  all  my  fathers  were. 

O  spare  me,  that  I  may  recover  strength,  before  I  go  hence, 
and  be  no  more. 

Psalm  90 : 

T  ORD,  thou  hast  been  our  dwelling-place  in  all  genera- 
tions. 

Before  the  mountains  were  brought  forth,  or  ever  thou  hadst 
formed  the  earth  and  the  world,  even  from  everlasting  to  ever- 
lasting, thou  art  God. 

Thou  turnest  man  to  destruction ;  and  sayest.  Return,  ye 
children  of  men. 

For  a  thousand  years  in  thy  sight  are  but  as  yesterday  when 
it  is  past,  and  as  a  watch  in  the  night. 

Thou  earnest  them  away  as  with  a  flood ;  they  are  as  a 
sleep  :  in  the  morning  they  are  like  grass  which  groweth  up. 
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In  the  morning  it  flourisheth,  and  groweth  up  ;  in  the  even- 
ing it  is  cut  down,  and  withereth. 

For  we  are  consumed  by  thine  anger,  and  by  thy  wrath  are 
we  troubled. 

Thou  hast  set  our  iniquities  before  thee,  our  secret  sins  in 
the  light  of  thy  countenance. 

For  all  our  days  are  passed  away  in  thy  wrath :  we  spend 
our  years  as  a  tale  that  is  told. 

The  days  of  our  years  are  threescore  years  and  ten  ;  and  if 
by  reason  of  strength  they  be  fourscore  years,  yet  is  their 
strength  labor  and  sorrow  ;  for  it  is  soon  cut  off,  and  we  fly 
away. 

Who  knoweth  the  power  of  thine  anger  ?  even  according  to 
thy  fear,  so  is  thy  wrath. 

So  teach  us  to  number  our  days,  that  we  may  apply  our 
hearts  unto  wisdom. 

Return,  O  Lord,  how  long  ?  and  let  it  repent  thee  concern- 
ing thy  servants. 

O  satisfy  us  early  with  thy  mercy ;  that  we  may  rejoice  and 
be  glad  all  our  days. 

Make  us  glad  according  to  the  days  wherein  thou  hast  af- 
flicted us,  and  the  years  wherein  we  have  seen  evil. 

Let  thy  work  appear  unto  thy  servants,  and  thy  glory  unto 
their  children. 

And  let  the  beauty  of  the  Lord  our  God  be  upon  us:  and 
establish  thou  the  work  of  our  hands  upon  us ;  yea,  the  work 
of  our  hands  establish  thou  it. 

IT  Then  may  follow  the  reading  of  the  Epistle,  as  follows: 
I  Corinthians  15.  41-58. 

'THERE  is  one  glory  of  the  sun,  and  another  glory  of  the 
moon,  and  another  glory  of  the  stars ;  for  one  star  dif- 
fereth  from  another  star  in  glory.  So  also  is  the  resurrection 
of  the  dead.  It  is  sown  in  corruption,  it  is  raised  in  incorrup- 
tion :  it  is  sown  in  dishonor,  it  is  raised  in  glory  :  it  is  sown  in 
weakness,  it  is  raised  in  power  :  it  is  sown  a  natural  body,  it  is 
raised  a  spiritual  body.  There  is  a  natural  body,  and  there  is

a  spiritual  body.  And  so  it  is  written,  The  first  man  Adam 
was  made  a  living  soul ;  the  last  Adam  was  made  a  quicken- 
ing spirit.  Howbeit  that  was  not  first  which  is  spiritual,  but 
that  which  is  natural ;  and  afterward  that  which  is  spiritual. 
The  first  man  is  of  the  earth,  earthy :  the  second  man  is  the 
Lord  from  heaven.  As  is  the  earthy,  such  are  they  also  that  are 
earthy :  and  as  is  the  heavenly,  such  are  they  also  that  are 
heavenly.  And  as  we  have  borne  the  image  of  the  earthy,  we 
shall  also  bear  the  image  of  the  heavenly.  Now  this  I  say, 
brethren,  that  flesh  and  blood  cannot  inherit  the  kingdom  of 
God ;  neither  doth  corruption  inherit  incorruption.  Behold,  I 
show  you  a  mystery  ;  We  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all 
be  changed,  in  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last 
trump :  for  the  trumpet  shall  sound,  and  the  dead  shall  be 
raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be  changed.  For  this  cor- 
ruptible must  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  must  put 
on  immortality.  So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put  on 
incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortality, 
then  shall  be  brought  to  pass  the  saying  that  is  written,  Death 
is  swallowed  up  in  victory.  O  death,  where  is  thy  sting  ?  O 
grave,  where  is  thy  victory  ?  The  sting  of  death  is  sin  ;  and 
the  strength  of  sin  is  the  law.  But  thanks  be  to  God,  which 
giveth  us  the  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  There- 
fore, my  beloved  brethren,  be  ye  steadfast,  unmovable,  always 
abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye  know 
that  your  labor  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 

IT  At  the  grave,  when  the  Corpse  is  laid  in  the  Earth,  the 
Minister  shall  say  : 

JVA  AN  that  is  born  of  a  woman  hath  but  a  short  time  to  live, 
and  is  full  of  misery.  He  cometh  up,  and  is  cut  down 
like  a  flower ;  he  fleeth  as  it  were  a  shadow,  and  never  con- 
tinueth  in  one  stay. 

In  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death :  of  whom  may  we  seek 
for  succor,  but  of  thee,  O  Lord,  who  for  our  sins  art  justly  dis- 
pleased ? 

Yet,  O  Lord  God  most  holy,  O  Lord  most  mighty,  O  holy 
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and  most  merciful  Saviour,  deliver  us  not  into  the  bitter  pains 
of  eternal  death. 

Thou  knowest,  Lord,  the  secrets  ol  our  hearts  ;  shut  not 
thy  merciful  ears  to  our  prayers,  but  spare  us,  Lord  most  holy ; 
O  God  most  mighty,  O  holy  and  merciful  Saviour,  thou  most 
worthy  Judge  eternal,  suffer  us  not  at  our  last  hour  for  any 
pains  of  death  to  fall  from  thee. 

T  Then,  while  the  Earth  shall  be  cast  upon  the  Body  by  some 
standing  by,  the  Minister  shall  say  : 

UORASMUCH  as  it  hath  pleased  Almighty  God,  in  his  wise 
providence,  to  take  out  of  the  world  the  soul  of  the  de- 
parted, we  therefore  commit  his  body  to  the  ground  ;  earth  to 
earth,  ashes  to  ashes,  dust  to  dust ;  looking  for  the  general 
resurrection  in  the  last  day,  and  the  life  of  the  world  to  come, 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  at  whose  second  coming  in 
glorious  majesty  to  judge  the  world,  the  earth  and  the  sea 
shall  give  up  their  dead  ;  and  the  corruptible  bodies  of  those 
who  sleep  in  him  shall  be  changed,  and  made  like  unto  his  own 
glorious  body  ;  according  to  the  mighty  working  whereby  he  is 
able  to  subdue  all  things  unto  himself. 

T  Then  shall  be  said: 

T  HEARD  a  voice  from  heaven,  saying  unto  me,  Write,  From 
henceforth  blessed  are  the  dead  who   die   in  the   Lord : 
Even  so,  said  the  Spirit ;  for  they  rest  from  their  labors. 

IT  Then  shall  the  Minister  say, 

Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us. 
Christ,  have  mercy  upon  us.

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ARTICLES  OF  RELIGION. 


I.  Of  Faith  in  the  Holy  Trinity. 

HTHERE  is  but  one  living  and  true  God,  everlasting,  without 
body  or  parts,  of  infinite  power,  wisdom,  and  goodness ; 
the  Maker  and  Preserver  of  all  things,  visible  and  invisible. 
And  in  unity  of  this  Godhead  there  are  three  Persons,  of  one 
substance,  power,  and  eternity — the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

II.  Of  the  Word,  or  Son  of  God,  who  was  made  very  Man. 

•THE  SON,  who  is  the  Word  of  the  Father,  the  very  and 
eternal  God,  of  one  Substance  with  the  Father,  took  man's 
nature  in  the  womb  of  the  blessed  Virgin  ;  so  that  two  whole 
and  perfect  natures,  that  is  to  say,  the  Godhead  and  Manhood, 
were  joined  together  in  one  Person,  never  to  be  divided  ; 
whereof  is  one  Christ,  very  God  and  very  Man,  who  truly  suf- 
fered, was  crucified,  dead  and  buried,  to  reconcile  his  Father 
to  us,  and  to  be  a  sacrifice,  not  only  for  original  guilt,  but  also 
for  the  actual  sins  of  men. 

III.  Of  the  Resurrection  of  Christ. 

CHRIST  did  truly  rise  again  from  the  dead,  and  took  again 
his  body,  with  all  things  appertaining  to  the  perfection 
of  Man's  Nature,  wherewith  he  ascended  into  Heaven,  and  there 
sitteth  until  he  return  to  judge  all  men  at  the  last  day. 


IV.  Of  the  Holy  Ghost.

"THE  Holy  Ghost,  proceeding  from  the  Father  and  the  Son, 
is  of  one  Substance,  Majesty,  and  Glory  with  the  Father

V.   The  Sufficiency  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  for  Salvation. 

'THE  Holy  Scriptures  contain  all  things  necessary  to  salva- 
tion ;  so  that  whatsoever  is  not  read  therein,  nor  may  be 
proved  thereby,  is  not  to  be  required  of  any  man  that  it  should  be 
believed  as  an  article  of  faith,  or  be  thought  requisite  or  neces- 
sary to  salvation.  In  the  name  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  we  do 
understand  those  canonical  books  of  the  Old  and  New  Tes- 
tament of  whose  authority  was  never  any  doubt  in  the  Church. 
The  names  of  the  canonical  books  are : 

Genesis,  Exodus,  Leviticus,  Numbers,  Deuteronomy,  Joshua, 
Judges.  Ruth,  The  First  Book  of  Samuel,  The  Second  Book  of 
Samuel,  The  First  Book  of  Kings,  The  Second  Book  of  Kings, 
The  First  Book  of  Chronicles,  The  Second  Book  of  Chronicles, 
The  Book  of  Ezra,  The  Book  of  Nehemiah,  The  Book  of 
Esther,  The  Book  of  Job,  The  Psalms,  The  Proverbs,  Ecclesi- 
astes  or  the  Preacher,  Cantica  or  Song  of  Solomon,  Four 
Prophets  the  greater,  Twelve  Prophets  the  less. 

All  the  Books  of  the  New  Testament,  as  they  are  commonly 
received,  we  do  receive  and  account  Canonical. 

VI.   Of  the  Old  Testament. 

'THE  Old  Testament  is  not  contrary  to  the  New ;  for  both 
in  the  Old  and  New  Testament  everlasting  life  is  offered 
to  mankind  by  Christ,  who  is  the  only  Mediator  between  God 
and  man,  being  both  God  and  Man.  Wherefore  they  are  not 
to  be  heard  who  feign  that  the  old  Fathers  did  look  only  for 
transitory  promises.  Although  the  law  given  from  God  by 
Moses,  as  touching  Ceremonies  and  Rites  doth  not  bind  Chris- 
tians, nor  ought  the  civil  precepts  thereof  of  necessity  be  re- 
ceived in  any  Commonwealth  ;  yet,  notwithstanding,  no  Chris- 
tian whatsoever  is  free  from  the  obedience  of  the  command- 
ments which  are  called  Moral. 

VII.  Of  Original  or  Birth  Sin. 

/^\RIGINAL  Sin  standeth  not  in  the  following  of  Adam  (as 

the  Pelagians  do  vainly  talk),  but  it  is  the  corruption  of 

the  nature  of  every  man,  that  naturally  is  engendered  of  the 
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offspring  of  Adam,  whereby  man  is  very  far  gone  from  original 
righteousness,  and  of  his  own  nature  inclined  to  evil,  and  that 
continually. 

VIII.  Of  Freewill. 

TTHE  condition  of  man  after  the  fall  of  Adam  is  such  that  he 
cannot  turn  and  prepare  himself,  by  his  own  natural 
strength  and  works,  to  faith,  and  calling  upon  God  ;  where- 
fore we  have  no  power  to  do  good  works,  pleasant  and  ac- 
ceptable to  God,  without  the  grace  of  God  by  Christ  prevent- 
ing us,  that  we  may  have  a  good  will,  and  working  with  us, 
when  we  have  that  good  will. 

IX.  Of  the  Justification  of  Man. 

are  accounted  righteous  before  God,  only  for  the  merit 
of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  by  Faith  and  not 
for  our  own  Works  or  deservings.  Wherefore,  that  we  are 
justified  by  Faith  only,  is  a  most  wholesome  doctrine,  and  very 
full  of  comfort. 

X.  Of  Good  Works. 

A  LTHOUGH  good  Works,  which  are  the  fruits  of  Faith,  and 
follow  after  Justification,  cannot  put  away  our  sins,  and 
endure  the  severity  of  God's  judgment ;  yet  are  they  pleasing 
and  acceptable  to  God  in  Christ,  and  spring  out  of  a  true  and 
lively  Faith,  insomuch  that  by  them  a  lively  Faith  may  be  as 
evidently  known  as  a  tree  is  discerned  by  its  fruit. 

XI.  Of  Works  of  Supererogation. 

WOLUNTARY  Works — besides,  over,  and  above  God's  com- 
mandments— which  are  called  Works  of  Supererogation, 
cannot  be  taught  without  arrogancy  and  impiety.  For  by  them 
men  do  declare  that  they  do  not  only  render  unto  God  as  much 
as  they  are  bound  to  do,  but  that  they  do  more  for  his  sake 
than  of  bounden  duty  is  required  :  whereas  Christ  saith  plainly, 
When  ye  have  done  all  that  is  commanded  you,  say,  We  are 
unprofitable  servants. 
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XII.  Of  Sin  after  Justification. 

M  OT  every  sin  willingly  committed  after  Justification  is  the 
sin  against  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  unpardonable.  Where- 
fore, the  grant  of  repentance  is  not  to  be  denied  to  such  as 
fall  into  sin  after  Justification  :  after  we  have  received  the  Holy 
Ghost,  we  may  depart  from  grace  given,  and  fall  into  sin,  and, 
by  the  grace  of  God,  rise  again  and  amend  our  lives.  And 
therefore  they  are  to  be  condemned  who  say  they  can  no  more 
sin  as  long  as  they  live  here  ;  or  deny  the  place  of  forgiveness 
to  such  as  truly  repent. 

XIII.  Of  the  Church. 

'THE  visible  Church  of  Christ  is  a  congregation  of  faithful 
men  in  which  the  pure  Word  of  God  is  preached,  and  the 
Sacraments  duly  administered  according  to  Christ's  ordinance, 
in  all  those  things  that  of  necessity  are  requisite  to  the  same. 

XIV.  Of  Purgatory. 

THE  Romish  doctrine  concerning  Purgatory,  pardon,  wor- 
shiping and  Adoration,  as  well  of  Images  as  of  Relics, 
and  also  Invocation  of  Saints,  is  a  fond  thing,  vainly  invented, 
and  grounded  upon  no  warrant  of  Scripture,  but  repugnant  to 
the  Word  of  God. 

XV.  Of  Speaking  in  the  Congregation  in  such  a  Tongue  as 

the  People  understand. 

IT  is  a  thing  plainly  repugnant  to  the  Word  of  God,  and  the 
custom  of  the  primitive  Church,  to  have  public  Prayer  in 
the  Church,  or  to  administer  the  Sacraments,  in  a  tongue  not 
understood  by  the  People. 

XVI.  Of  the  Sacraments. 

G ACRAMENTS  ordained  of  Christ  are  not  only  badges  or 
tokens  of  Christian  men's  profession,  but  rather  they  are 
certain  Signs  of  Grace,  and  God's  good-will  toward  us,  by  the 
which  he  doth  work  invisibly  in  us,  and  doth  not  only  quicken, 
but  also  strengthen  and  confirm,  our  Faith  in  him. 
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There  are  two  Sacraments  ordained  of  Christ  our  Lord  in  the 
Gospel ;  that  is  to  say,  Baptism  and  the  Supper  of  the  Lord. 

Those  five  commonly  called  Sacraments  that  is  to  say,  Con- 
firmation, Penance,  Orders,  Matrimony,  and  extreme  Unction, 
are  not  to  be  counted  for  sacraments  of  the  Gospel';  being 
such  as  have  partly  grown  out  of  the  corrupt  following  of  the 
Apostles,  and  partly  are  states  of  life  allowed  in  the  Scriptures, 
but  yet  have  not  the  like  nature  of  Baptism  and  the  Lord's 
Supper,  because  they  have  not  any  visible  Sign  or  Ceremony 
ordained  of  God. 

The  Sacraments  were  not  ordained  of  Christ  to  be  gazed 
upon,  or  to  be  carried  about;  but  that  we  should  duly  use 
them.  And  in  such  only  as  worthily  receive  the  same  they 
have  a  wholesome  effect  or  operation :  but  they  that  receive 
them  unworthily,  purchase  to  themselves  condemnation,  as 
St.  Paul  saith,  I  Cor.  II.  29. 

XVII.  Of  Baptism. 

DAPTISM  is  not  only  a  sign  of  profession  and  mark  of  dif- 
ference whereby  Christians  are  distinguished  from  others 
that  are  not  baptized ;  but  it  is  also  a  sign  of  Regeneration,  or 
the  new  birth.  The  Baptism  of  young  children  is  to  be  re- 
tained in  the  Church. 

XVIII.  Of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

*THE  Supper  of  the  Lord  is  not  only  a  sign  of  the  love  that 
Christians  ought  to  have  among  themselves  one  to  an- 
other, but  rather  is  a  Sacrament  of  our  redemption  by  Christ's 
death ;  insomuch  that,  to  such  as  rightly,  worthily,  and  with 
faith  receive  the  same,  the  Bread  which  we  break  is  a  partak- 
ing of  the  Body  of  Christ ;  and  likewise  the  Cup  of  Blessing  is 
a  partaking  of  the  Blood  of  Christ. 

Transubstantiation,  or  the  change  of  the  substance  of  bread 
and  wine  in  the  Supper  of  our  Lord,  cannot  be  proved  by  Holy 
Writ,  but  is  repugnant  to  the  plain  words  of  Scripture,  over- 
throweth  the  nature  of  a  Sacrament,  and  hath  given  occasion 
to  many  superstitions. 
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The  Body  of  Christ  is  given,  taken,  and  eaten  in  the  Supper, 
only  after  a  heavenly  and  spiritual  manner.  And  the  means 
whereby  the  Body  of  Christ  is  received  and  eaten  in  the  Sup- 
per is  Faith. 

The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  not  by  Christ's 
ordinance  reserved,  carried  about,  lifted  up,  or  worshiped. 

XIX.  Of  both  Kinds. 

*THE  Cup  of  the  Lord  is  not  to  be  denied  to  the  Lay  People  ; 
for  both  the  parts  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  by  Christ's  or- 
dinance and  commandment,  ought  to  be  administered  to  all 
Christians  alike. 

XX.  Of  the  one  Oblation  of  Christ  finished  upon  the  Cross. 

"THE  offering  of  Christ,  once  made,  is  that  perfect  Redemp- 
tion, propitiation,  and  satisfaction  for  all  the  sins  of  the 
whole  world,  both  original  and  actual ;  and  there  is  none  other 
satisfaction  for  sin  but  that  alone.  Wherefore  the  sacrifice  of 
masses,  in  the  which  it  is  commonly  said  that  the  priest  doth 
offer  Christ  for  the  quick  and  the  dead,  to  have  remission  of 
pain  or  guilt,  is  a  blasphemous  fable  and  dangerous  deceit. 

XXI.  Of  the  Marriage  of  Ministers. 

'THE  Ministers  of  Christ  are  not  commanded  by  God's  law 
either  to  vow  the  estate  of  single  life,  or  to  abstain  from 
marriage :  therefore  it  is  lawful  for  them,  as  for  all  other 
Christians,  to  marry  at  their  own  discretion,  as  they  shall  judge 
the  same  to  serve  best  to  godliness. 

XXII.  Of  the  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of  Churches. 

TT  is  not  necessary  that  Rites  and  Ceremonies  should  in  all 
places  be  the  same,  or  exactly  alike ;  for  they  have  been 
always  different,  and  may  be  changed  according  to  the  diversity 
of  countries,  times,  and  men's  manners,  so  that  nothing  be  or- 
dained against  God's  word.  Whosoever,  through  his  private 
judgment,  willingly  and  purposely  doth  openly  break  the  Rites 
and  Ceremonies  of  the  Church  to  which  he  belongs,  which  are 
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not  repugnant  to  the  Word  of  God,  and  are  ordained  and  ap- 
proved by  common  authority,  ought  to  be  rebuked  openly 
(that  others  may  fear  to  do  the  like),  as  one  that  offendeth 
against  the  common  order  of  the  Church,  and  woundeth  the 
consciences  of  weak  brethren. 

Every  particular  Church  may  ordain,  change,  or  abolish 
Rites  and  Ceremonies,  so  that  all  things  may  be  done  to  edifi- 
cation. 

XXIII.  Of  the  Rulers  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

"THE  President,  the  Congress,  the  General  Assemblies,  the 
Governors,  and  the  Councils  of  State,  as  the  Delegates  of 
the  People,  are  the  Rulers  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
according  to  the  division  of  power  made  to  them  by  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  and  by  the  Constitutions  of  their 
respective  States.  And  the  said  States  are  a  sovereign  and 
independent  Nation,  and  ought  not  to  be  subject  to  any  foreign 
jurisdiction.* 

XXIV.  Of  Christian  Men's  Goods. 

"THE  Riches  and  Goods  of  Christians  are  not  common,  as 
touching  the  right,  title,  and  possession  of  the  same,  as 
some  do  falsely  boast.  Notwithstanding,  every  man  ought  of 
such  things  as  he  possesseth,  liberally  to  give  alms  to  the  poor, 
according  to  his  ability. 

XXV.  Of  a  Christian  Man's  Oath. 

A  S  we  confess  that  vain  and  rash  swearing  is  forbidden 
Christian  men  by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  James  his 
Apostle  ;  so  we  judge  that  the  Christian  Religion  doth  not  pro- 
hibit, but  that  a  man  may  swear  when  the  Magistrate  requireth, 
in  a  cause  of  faith  and  charity,  so  it  be  done  according  to  the 
Prophet's  teaching,  in  justice,  judgment,  and  truth. 

*  As  far  as  it  respects  civil  affairs,  we  believe  it  the  duty  of  Christians,  and  es- 
pecially of  all  Christian  Ministers,  to  be  subject  to  the  supreme  authority  of  the 
country  where  they  may  reside,  and  to  use  all  laudable  means  to  enjoin  obedi- 
ence to  the  Powers  that  be ;  and  therefore  it  is  expected  that  all  our  Preachers 
and  People,  who  may  be  under  the  British  or  any  other  Government,  will  behave 
themselves  as  peaceable  and  orderly  subjects.

OF  THE  UNITED  SOCIETIES  OF  THE  METHODIST  EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH. 

CUCH  a  Society  is  no  other  than  "  a  company  of  men  having 
the  form  and  seeking  the  power  of  Godliness,  united  in 
order  to  pray  together,  to  receive  the  word  of  exhortation, 
and  to  watch  over  one  another  in  love,  that  they  may  help 
each  other  to  tuork  out  their  salvation." 

There  is  only  one  condition  previously  required  of  those  who 
desire  admission  into  these  Societies — "  a  desire  to  flee  from 
the  wrath  to  come,  and  to  be  saved  from  their  sins."  But 
wherever  this  is  really  fixed  in  the  soul,  it  will  be  shown  by  its 
fruits. 

TT  is  therefore  expected  of  all  who  continue  therein,  that  they 
.  shall  continue  to  evidence  their  desire  of  salvation, 

First :  By  doing  no  harm,  by  avoiding  evil  of  every  kind, 
especially  that  which  is  most  generally  practiced ;  such  as, 

The  taking  of  the  name  of  God  in  vain. 

The  profaning  the  day  of  the  Lord,  either  by  doing  ordinary 
work  therein  or  by  buying  or  selling. 

Drunkenness,  buying  or  selling  spirituous  liquors,  or  drink- 
ing them,  unless  in  cases  of  extreme  necessity. 

Slave-holding ;  buying  or  selling  slaves. 

Fighting,  quarreling,  brawling,  brother  going  to  law  with 
brother ;  returning  evil  for  evil,  or  railing  for  railing ;  the  using 
many  words  in  buying  or  selling. 

The  buying  or  selling  goods  that  have  not  paid  the  duty. 

The  giving  or  taking  things  on  usury,  that  is,  unlawful  in- 
terest. 

Uncharitable  or  unprofitable  conversation ;  particularly 
speaking  evil  of  Magistrates  or  Ministers. 

Doing  to  others  as  we  would  not  they  should  do  unto  us. 

Doing  what  we  know  is  not  for  the  glory  of  God ;  as, 
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The  putting  on  of  gold  and  costly  apparel. 

The  taking  such  diversions  as  cannot  be  used  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

The  singing  those  songs,  or  reading  those  books,  which  do 
not  tend  to  the  knowledge  or  love  of  God. 

Softness  and  needless  self-indulgence. 

Laying  up  treasure  upon  earth. 

Borrowing  without  a  probability  of  paying;  or  taking  up 
goods  without  a  probability  of  paying  for  them. 

TT  is  expected  of  all  who  continue  in  these  Societies  that 
they  shall  continue  to  evidence  their  desire  of  salvation, 

Second :  By  doing  good ;  by  being  in  every  kind  merciful 
after  their  power ;  as  they  have  opportunity,  doing  good  of 
every  possible  sort,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  to  all  men  : 

To  their  bodies  of  the  ability  which  God  giveth,  by  giving 
food  to  the  hungry,  by  clothing  the  naked,  by  visiting  or  help- 
ing them  that  are  sick  or  in  prison  : 

To  their  souls,  by  instructing,  reproving,  or  exhorting  all  we 
have  any  intercourse  with  ;  trampling  under  foot  that  enthu- 
siastic doctrine,  that  "  we  are  not  to  do  good  unless  our  hearts 
be  free  to  it" 

By  doing  good,  especially  to  them  that  are  of  the  house- 
hold of  faith  or  groaning  so  to  be  ;  employing  them  preferably 
to  others ;  buying  one  of  another ;  helping  each  other  in  bus- 
iness ;  and  so  much  the  more  because  the  world  will  love  its 
own  and  them  only. 

By  all  possible  diligence  and  frugality,  that  the  Gospel  be 
not  blamed. 

By  running  with  patience  the  race  which  is  set  before  them, 
denying  themselves,  and  taking  up  their  cross  daily ;  submit- 
ting to  bear  the  reproach  of  Christ,  to  be  as  the  filth  and  off- 
scouring  of  the  world  ;  and  looking  that  men  should  say  all 
manner  of  evil  of  \.\\cm  falsely,  for  the  Lord's  sake. 

TT  is  expected  of  all  who  desire  to  continue  in  these  Societies 
that  they  shall  continue  to  evidence  their  desire  of  sal- 
vation, 
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Third  :  By  attending  upon  all  the  ordinances  of  God ;  such 
are, 

The  Public  Worship  of  God  ; 

The  ministry  of  the  Word,  either  read  or  expounded  ; 
The  Supper  of  the  Lord  ; 
Family  and  private  prayer  ; 
Searching  the  Scriptures ; 
Fasting  or  abstinence. 

"THESE  are  the  General  Rules  of  our  Societies ;  all  which 
we  are  taught  of  God  to  observe,  even  in  his  written  Word, 
which  is  the  only  rule,  and  the  sufficient  rule,  both  of  our  faith 
and  practice.  And  all  these  we  know  his  Spirit  writes  on 
truly  awakened  hearts.  If  there  be  any  among  us  who  observes 
them  not,  who  habitually  breaks  any  of  them,  let  it  be  known 
unto  them  who  watch  over  that  soul  as  they  who  must  give  an 
account.  We  will  admonish  him  of  the  error  of  his  ways. 
We  will  bear  with  him  for  a  season.  But  if  then  he  repent 
not,  he  hath  no  more  place  among  us.  We  have  delivered  our 
own  souls.

T  BELIEVE  in  God  the  Father  Almighty,  Maker  of  heaven 
and  earth  :  and  in  Jesus  Christ,  his  only  Son,  our  Lord  ;
